Khrushchev Seems to Be Taking 


Course He Denounced Stalin For 


Apparently Building

WASHINGTON, March 29 
(AP) — Soviet boss Nikita 
Khrushchev apparently is be- 
ginning to build a “cult of per- 
sonality” for himself—enbark- 
ing on the very course for 
which he denounced the late 
Joseph Stalin two years ago. 


While his first steps may be 
tentative, and could certainly 
be reversed, many United 
States experts lean to the view 
that Khrushchev will have to 
travel the Stalinist road even 
perhaps to the ultimate point 
of using police terror to main- 
tain himself in power. 


This possibility is reported to 
be causing some apprehension 
in the Communist countries of 
eastern -Europe, where Red 
leaders are ultra-sensitive to 
the straws in the wind of Mos- 
cow. There is some reason to 
| believe uncertainty may be 
rising within the Soviet Union, 
too, although authorities here 
| profess no cross-section infor- 
| mation about public opinion in 
| Russia. 


Big Buildup Apparently On. 


The big buildup—the crea- 
tion of an almost godlike posi- 
tion for Khrushchev inside 
Russia—seems to have started 
already, For example, after he 
became premier Thursday as 
successor to Marshal Nikolai 
Bulganin, he was photographed 
with a statue of Lenin. Stalin 
built his power in part on 
claims of comradeship with 
Lenin, founder and prophet of 
the Communist way of life. 

It was noted also that the 
Moscow radio poured forth vol- 
uminous praise of Khrushchev 
and his ideas, policies, accom- 
plishments and leadership. 

The question for his follow- 
ers and those who may have to 
bargain with him over the fu- 
ture of the world is how far 
this buildup will go. Some au- 
thorities here put it in slightly 
different terms: under the So- 
viet system can there be any 
turning back even from: the 
uses of terror? 

At any rate the concept of 


collective leadership has van- 
ished. From now on what Nap- 
pens depends in a large degree 
on what Khrushchev wants— 
but not entirely. 


Enemies Always in Waiting. 


The assumption here is that 
although Khrushhcev has got 
rid of many Soviet leaders, 
there are other men less known 
who are waiting for the chance 
to profit at his expense if they 
get a chance. 

In becoming Premier as well 
as party boss, Khrushchev has 
dropped the last pretense of 
working with somebody else. 
There is no longer a Bulganin 
whom he can blame for mis- 
takes. He has increased not 
only his power but also his vul- 
nerability to blame, and he has 
done this at a time of revolu- 
tionary new policies, which he 
initiated, in agriculture and 
industry.

WASHINGTON, March 29, 


(AP)—The Post Office Depart- 
ment, 
stream of questions on “what 
is a lottery?” today announced 
it has prepared a new brochure 
on the subject, for free distri- 
bution on request. 

Actually, this is a summation 
of a comprehensive statement 
on lotteries issued by the de- 
partment's general counsel in 
early 1957. No major changes 
in policy have occurred since 
then. 

The department's interest is 
in preventing use of the mails 
for advertising or conducting 
lotteries. 


Some of the questions which | 


arise are clear-cut, the postal 
experts say, but a large num- 
ber are not. 
All Bingo Ads Barred. 
As an example, the advertis- 
ing of “bingo,” or its cousins, 
“bunco” and “keno,” 


Under department regulations 
this bar extends to advertise- 


ments of these pastimes 
through substitution of the 
words “party” or “games” or 


the mere use of the familiar 
dollar sign. 

The old game of guessing 
the number of beans in a jar 
“can be a lottery,” the depart- 
ment says, but a fishing con- 
test for prizes usually is not. 
Congress has specifically des- 
ignated fishing competitions 
involving the payment of fees

newsworthy event.’ 


“The law is not designed to 
suppress information of news 
value to the public even 
though incidentally connected 
with a lottery. The original 
ruling of the Post Office De- 
partment making this interpre- 
tation was issued following the 
appearances of news items con- 
cerning a raffle wherein the 
winner was denied his prize 
because of his race. Notwith- 
standing the incidental re- 
porting of the lottery’s results, 
such news stories would be re- 
garded as mailable.”

FARM POLICIES 


*WASHINGTON, March 29 
\AP)— Zhe E.senhower Admin- 
istration’s farm policies may 
be put to a critical test at dairy 
counters in the next week or 
*10 days. 

Acting under those policies, 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson has ordered lower 
dairy price supports effective 
April 1. 

Benson has said the lower 
supports should lead to de- 
clines of about 3 cénts a pound 
for butter, about 2.5 cents a 

ound for cheese and from one- 

alf to one cent a quart in re- 
tail prices of fluid milk. 

Some leading food chains in 
the East and Midwest already 
have cut the price of butter, 
but many farm and dairy in- | 
dustry leaders have expressed 
doubt that there will be any 
general action of that kind. 
They predict that the reduc- 
tions in prices paid to milk 
producers, instead of being 
passed along to consumers, will 
be taken by processors and dis- 
tributors to cover what the 
latter contend have been ris- 
ing costs. 

Broadening of Markets. 

The reduction in the dairy 
supports was ordered in line 
with the Administration con- 
tention that the only sound 
way of helping agriculture is 
to broaden markets for farm 
products. Broadening of mar- 
kets can be accomplished by 
reducing farm prices to make 
them more competitive, the 
Administration says. 

So unless there is a wide- 
spread reflection in retail dairy 
markets of the price reductions 
ordered by Benson, the Admin-

Such action would greatly 
lessen if not completely elim-

Under Benson's order, the 
support price for milk used for 
manufacturing purposes will 
drop from $3.25 to $3.03 a hun- 
dred pounds and butterfat from 
58.6 cents to 56.2 cents a pound. 

The support price is carried 
out indirectly, through an offer 
of the department to purchase 
such dairy products as butter, 
cheese and non-fat dry milk 
at prices that are designed to 
enable processors to pay at 
least $3.03 a hundredweight for 
milk and 56.2 cents a pound for 
butterfat. 

Cuts Within Few Days. 

Department officials said the 
reductions should begin to 
show up at. retail 
throughout the country within 
a few days—10 days at the 
most. 

In predicting that little if 
any reductions will be made in 
retail dairy prices, Benson's 
critics point to what has hap- 
pened to fluid prices in the 
last 12 months. A year ago the 
retail price of home delivered 
milk averaged 246 cents a 
quart in urban areas. Today 
the average is 25.5 cents 

Likewise, today's price of 
butter was said to average 71.6 
cents a pound compared with 
70.8 cents a year ago 

Yet during this time there 
has been no change in the ; 
basic support price for milk or f 
butterfat. 

Benson contends that lower 
dairy prices would encourage 
consumers to eat the surpluses 
It would not take much to 
eliminate the butter surplus 
If Americans increased thei: 
annual average consumption 
from the current eight pounds 
to nine and a half pounds, the 
oversupply would disappear. 

But Government surveys 
show that only 46 per cent of 
American families buy butter 
now compared with 63 per 
cent for margarine, which is 
much cheaper.

The Presidential messages to Congress

_ The Penalty of Standing Still 


In backtracking somewhat from talk of q 
tax cut, the Administration is apparently try- 
ing to encourage price cuts instead. This is 
a worth-while stratagem if it works. 


In the 1949-50, or Truman, recession, con- 
sumer prices fell 4 per cent and wholesale 
prices almost 10 per cent, encouraging the 
resumption of consumer and business spend- 
ing which helped end the recession. In the. 
1953-54, or Eisenhower I, recession, whole- 
sale prices fell moderately and consumer 
prices stopped rising. Again, price “adjust- 
ments” helped the nation resume economic 
expansion. 

Any such adjustments which the Admin- 
istration can sweat out of the economy now 
will be welcome. Two things must be borne 
in mind, however. First, the country cannot 
afford to let a price adjustment become a 
price collapse, for that would set up second- 
ary effects which might prove hard to con- 
trol. And it cannot be forgotten that both 
in 1949 and 1954 a combination of tax cuts 
and price cuts occurred before the recession 
ended. The same combination may well 
prove necessary in 1958; and short-term pub- 
lic works may be needed on top of that. 


We think the Administration ought to have 
a big school construction program ready to 
go by next fall if necessary. 


The President says, fhe recession may be 
at its worst this month, and we hope he is 
right. On the other hand, consumer buying 
is said to have fallen in the first quarter of 
1958 to a rate of 280 billions a year. That 
is not too big a drop from the 1957 third 
quarter peak of 283.6 billions. The notewor- 
thy fact, however, is that in the 1949 and 
1954 recessions, consumer buying did not 
contract at all, but went right on expanding. 
A quick upturn in consumer expenditures 
now is clearly desirable. No matter how much 


government does, consumer buying still ac- 
counts for 64 per cent of the nation’s output. 

And it is essential fhat the nation’s output 
be expanded, not merely to the levels which 
it reached last year, but to the higher levels 
that must be attained to assure sound eco- 
nomic growth. 

As Arthur R. Upgren of MacAlester Col- 
lege points out in a recent study, we need an 
economic growth of 3 to 4 per cent a year 
just to keep pace with a growing population. 
That is to say, if the economy stands still or 
grows at a slower rate, unemployment is 
bound to result. 

. . . 

During 1956 and 1957 the national output 
increased by 37 billion dollars, but 24 billion 
of that was accounted for by higher prices, so 
that the increase in real physical output was 
about 2 per cent a year. That is not enough 
to provide jobs for all of a growing population. 

If the economy in 1958 could regain the 439- 
billion-dollar peak of national output which it 
reached in the third quarter of 1957, there 
would still be between four and five million 
unemployed. To reduce unemployment to a 
tolerable level, Dr. Upgren calculates, the na- 
tional output this year in real terms—that is, 
without price rise—ought to go up by 16 bil- 
lion dollars. 

Are we on the way to a 455-billion-dollar 
year in terms of gross national product? If 
so, there are no visible signs of it. On the 
contrary, the reported drop in consumer ex- 
penditures threatens a drop below the 1957 
peak unless there is a decided expansion in 
government, consumer or business spending 
before the end of the year. 

These are the facts which the Administra- 
tion must face—and face in time. It should 
be preparing right now to move in massively 
with tax cuts and a fast public works pro- 
gram if April, like March, fails to bring the 
wished-for upturn. 


A Pen and a Shovel 


Only two things are needed now to start 
turning the riverfront eyesore into a thing 
of beauty: a pen and then a shovel. 

The National Park Service, St. Louis and 
the Terminal railroad reached oral agree- 
ment in Mayor Tucker’s office Friday on a 
plan for relocating the elevated tracks on 
the national memorial site, and on how the 
cost is to be shared. Here is where the pen 
is needed. The pact should be put on paper 
and signed just as soon as possible. 

Then with a similar promptness the hands 
which signed the contract should turn the 
first shovels full of earth—let’s say directly 
in front of the Old Courthouse. And steam- 
shovels and bulldozers should be ready to 
take bigger bites. 

Some details must be worked out before 
the real work can begin. But they should not 
be enmeshed in the pattern of delay and 
procrastination which has blocked this proj- 
ect for so many years. Once the parties were 
ready to compromise, they moved quickly 
enough. Such alacrity should mark the work 
henceforth. 

Patience-straining delay has marked too 
many St. Louis redevelopment projects—the 
riverfront, expressways and the plaza apart- 
ments, for example. Here is an opportunity 
to show that St. Louis can get things done 
quickly. The possibility that jobs may be 
scarce for some time to come should be an 
added incentive. 

The basic agreement is, as indicated, a 
compromise. Eero Saarinen, architect of the 
memorial, considerably modified his original 
plan. There will be only a 960-foot tunnel 
with an open cut at each end. The Terminal, 
in turn, has agreed to pay $500,000 or about 
one-sixth of the cost. In consideration of this, 
it will get a franchise for tracks north and 
south of the area, and the city will drop two 
long-pending law suits against the railroad, 
one for $5,000,000 and the other for $2,000.- 
000. The Terminal, it seems, is getting a 
bargain. But that is not the point now. The 
compromise has reduced the cost of the proj- 
ect and makes it possible to get to work. 


The plan must still be approved by the 
Missouri Public Service Commission, the 
Aldermen and the railroad unions. Arrange- 
ments must be made to sell long-authorized 
bonds. And contracts for the work must be 
signed. All this, however, should take a few 
months at the most. The big corner has 
been turned. There is new enthusiasm and 
new eagerness. And that is how it should be 
for the results will be one of the most imag- 
inative and thrilling monuments in the world. 

Bring the pen. Bring the shovel. 


Election Eve in Canada 


Canadians go to the polls Monday to de- 
cide, in effect, whether Conservative John 
Diefenbaker shall continue as Prime Minister 
or be succeeded by Liberal Lester Pearson, 
former Foreign Affairs Minister and holder of 
the Nobel peace prize. 

Diefenbaker dissolved Parliament on Feb. 
1, and called for the election in the hope of 
winning a genuine majority. Last June his 
party won only 113 of the 265 seats while 
the Liberals took 106. Diefenbaker formed 
the government with the support of 25 Social 
Credit and 19 Co-operative Commonwealth 
Federation members. There were two 
independents. ' 

Unemployment and, to a lesser extent, the 
United States have been the most discussed 
issues in the campaign. About 9 per cent of 
Canada’s workers are out of jobs compared 
with 11 per cent in 1939, and 19 per cent in 
1933. The parties have been blaming each 
other, but both concede that the basic causes 
of the slump are not Canadian. This is an 
echo of Diefenbaker’s charges last summer 
that Canada had become a US. satellite. But 
especially in connection with bases, both par- 
ties accuse each other of giving the Dominion 
to the U.S. Air Force. 

Diefenbaker, who has been waging the more 
spectacular campaign, is promising to cut 
interest rates, provide more money for hous- 
ing, more for pensions and unemployment 
benefits, as well as for public works, plus a 
tax cut. Pearson, the more decorous ex-pro- 
fessor, also is winding up a grass roots cam- 
paign in which he has accused the Conserva- 
tives of being too slow in applying such rem- 
edies. He put most stress on a tax cut to 
boost purchasing power. 

Pearson gained popularity under Louis St. 
Laurent, the Prime Minister 
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success may depend on how well he Is sup- 
ported in St. Laurent’s Quebec. And since 
his reputation rests on foreign policy, it is 
particularly difficult to say how his chances 
will be affected by unemployment. 


The Sabotage Goes On 

You can say this for Representative Oren 
Harris of Arkansas: he is both consistent and 
persistent. As chairman of the House Com- 
merce Committee and a member of its sub- 
committee investigating the regulatory agen- 
cies, he was a leader in the dismissal of Dr. 
Bernard Schwartz from the post of subcom- 
mittee counsel and staff director. Now it is 
revealed that he has just tried to get the sub- 
committee to fire its chief investigator, Baron 
K. Shacklette, in a closed session. 

The Harris maneuver was defeated through 
the combined efforts of three other Demo- 
crats on the subcommittee—Representatives 
Moss of California, Mack of Illinois and Wil- 
liams of Mississippi. Mack, who represents 
the Springfield-Carlinville-Effingham district, 
is reported to have told Chairman Harris 
that Mr. Shacklette’s discharge would “sabo- 
tage” further‘inquiry. Further it would re- 
move “an able, dedicated” public servant who 
is the subcommittee’s best investigator. 

The citizen can only wonder what Investi- 
gator Shacklette may have dug up that Chair- 
man Harris does not wish to see come out 
into the open. Harris had no stomach for the 
Miami Channel 10 case which when brought 
out publicly resulted in the resignation under 
fire of a member of the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission after serving less than two 
years of a seven-year term. 

If Oren Harris does not believe in this in- 
vestigation, why does he not resign the chair- 
manship and allow the inquiry to be directed 
by somebody who does? He could save his 
time for pushing the natural gas grab. That 
is his kind of congressional business. 


Blues for St. Louis 
Gypsy done tole me, “Don’t you wear no 
black”

The “father of the blues” who wrote those 
lines never really knew who fathered the 
blues. Toward the end of the last century a 
young W. C. Handy saw a ragged Negro pluck- 
ing a guitar down in Mississippi. The player 
used a knife across the strings and sang, 
“Goin’ where the Southern cross’ the Dog.” 
That was the only line in the first blues that 
the late Mr. Handy ever heard. 

What are the blues? Mr. Handy said the 
first thing he noticed, in Tutwiler, Miss., was 
that the song was different from the popular 
ragtime. The blues had a slow, dragging 
syncopated beat with 12 bars to the strain in- 
stead of 16, “making it get to the end a little 
too soon.” That’s how Mr. Handy first heard 
the blues, and wrote them ever after, from 
Memphis to Mobile, etc. 

Yellow Dog Blues, Memphis Blues, Aunt 
Hagar’s Blues— what are the blues? Mr. 
Handy had another idea about them, devel- 
oped when he was sleeping on the cobble- 
stones of St. Louis in 1893 (21 years before 
he wrote “Help me to Cairo, make St. Louis 
by maself.) “From the man far down, suffer- 
ing as he suffered,” he said, “I got a purer 
poetry than you could write. It was right 
out of the heart they talked... ” 

So what are the blues? Long books have 
been written about that by learned musicolo- 
gists in many languages, but the answer is 
still indefinite. The St. Louis Blues have been 
marched, mamboed and boogie-woogied and 
still they came out blue. Maybe the blues are 
an indigo sky in the mind of the viewer, a 
whistle in the night in the mind of the hearer, 
a song in the heart of one who walks alone— 
and purer poetry than we could write. 

But,in W. C. Handy'’s passing there is a 
blue, blue note for St. Louis and it ought to 
be written and played. For two decades this 
city has heard suggestions that it provide 
some local recognition—a monument or tab- 
let or street name—for the man who brought 
St. Louis and its blues together and spread 
them around the world. There was the monu- 
ment the blues man left to St. Louis; has St. 
Louis nothing left for W. C. Handy but a 
memory?

What Reciprocal Trade Means to Americans 


Law Should Be Extended to Help Our Economy in the Recession

At this crucial moment in our his- 
tory, several immediate and pressing 
reasons—one could even say “selfish 
reasons’’—call for a five-year exten- 
sion of the Reciprocal Trade Act, and 
for United States membership in the 
Organization for Trade Cooperation. 


In the first place, the extension is 
a strategic necessity in the cold war 
with Russia. If. the Europeans be- 
lieved that barriers to trade with us 
were to become 
formidable, Euro- 
The Mi peans would be

A meaningful extension of the Act 
will do more, however, than shore 
up our European defenses. It is a 
way of adapting to profound changes 
now taking place in Europe's econo- 
my. Most important of these changes 
is the European Economic Commu- 
nity, known as the “Common Mar- 


of Europe can be united in common 
economic and political institutions, 
Europe and the Free World would 
be greatly strengthened. 


The Common Market, however, 
will create numerous new problems 
and consequences for American busi- 
ness because we sell great quantities 
of American goods in this market. 

Once the provisions of the Com- 
mon Treaty go into effect, the 
tariff between France and Ger- 
many will be eliminated by stages, 
but the tariff against the United 


States will be the average of the ex- 
isting tariffs of the six member na- 
tions. The French importer, there- 
fore, will: buy the German tractor 
duty free rather than the American 
tractor with its tariff attached. 

The proposed extension of the Re- 
ciprocal Trade Act would permit us 
to negotiate reductions in tariffs by 
5 per cent a year or by 25 per cent 
over the next five years. The au- 
thority to make such a reduction in 
this period, a reduction which comes 
close to the first-stage 30 per cent 
reduction in the Common Market 
tariffs, is vital if there is not to be 
a great shift away from American 
products. 

But if the extension is to be effec- 
tive it must run for at least five 
years. Limiting the extension to a 
period of less than five years would 
mean that we just would not have 
enough ,marbles to be allowed to 
take part in the game. 

Another important consequence of 
a meaningful extension of the Act 
would be that we could meet British 
competition not only in the Common 
Market but in Western Europe gen- 
erally. Hence, to protect their in- 
terest, the British have proposed that 
an outer Free Trade area be associ- 
ated with the Common Market. Even- 
tually, according to the proposal, 
goods would flow without tariff bar- 
riers. 

How important the countries in- 
cluded in the proposed Free Trade 
Area are to American trade can be 
seen from a few figures. In 1956 
we sold to the countries of the Free 
Trade Area and to the Common 
Market countries $4.7 billion or 28.3 
per cent of.our total exports. Our 
exports to this area comprise a sub- 
stantial portion of our foreign trade, 
so substantial as to provide jobs for 
close to 1,500,000 American workers. 

American products will struggle 
under a serious disadvantage unless 
an extension of the Reciprocal Trade 


Act gives us the power and authority 
to negotiate with the countries of 
the Common Markep and the Free 
Trade Area, particularly in the next 
4 to 5 years. 

Yet it would be futile to renew 
the Act, if the Congress does not dis- 
card the provision which authorizes 
the President, in escape clause pro- 
ceedings, to raise tariffs by 50 per 
cent of 1934 tariff levels. The effect 
of this provision would be to give 
the President the authority to raise 
tariffs on specific goods to an aver- 
age of 75 per cent 
of their value, as 
opposed to the 
present average 
level of approxi- 
mately 13 per 
cent. 

I would suggest 
a system whereby 
a firm which 
could prove an ac- 
tual injury would 
get relief not by 
an increase in the 
tariff, but by grants, loans, and 
technical assistance over a limited 
period of time. 

The cost would not be very high 
for the Labor Department has esti- 
mated that the total number of jobs 
which would be affected if our tar- 
iffs were removed completely is be- 
tween 200,000 and 400,000. This 
compares with the 4,500,000 workers 
who are employed in our foreign 
trade. 

Sentiment in favor of protection 
tends to increase during a recession, 
but it is not protection that is going 
to help us. On the contrary, protec- 
tive tariffs will only make matters 
worse, as the Smoot-Hawley Tariff 
of 1930 demonstrated. 

Since we export so much more 
than we import, retaliation would do 
us far more harm than the help that 
any particular tariff increases might 
give to a specific industry.

| FTER MORE THAN a month of often-sensational hearings 
on just one case, the House

investigation of federal regula- 


tory agencies appears to be slipping quietly out of the 
headlines, leaving its most {mportant questions unanswered. 


Time is running out on the 
Subcommittee on Legislative | 
Oversight, which was set up at 
the urging of Speaker Sam 
Rayburn (Dem.), Texas, to look 
into the operations and deci- 
sions of six big boards and 
commissions whose impact on 
the daily lives of Americans 
is as profound as it is unno- 
ticed. 


The subcommittee’s chair- 
man, Representative Oren Har- 
ris (Dem.), Arkansas, has 
promised to conduct “the 
most thorough investigation 
Capitol Hill has ever seen.” 
But the performance to date 
leaves a distinct impression to 
the contrary. 


A searching analysis of the 
regulatory agencies, most ob- 
servers agree, is needed and 
long-overdue. But if the House 
inquiry tapers off—and the 
feeling is that it will—there is 
only a bare possibility that the 
Senate will take up the re- 
sopnisibility. 

Unanswered Questions. 


Unless the study is as pene- 
trating as Harris pledged, these 
questions will remain: 


How well are the agencies 
performing the function Con- 
gress assigned them, the reg- 
ulation of major industries and 
businesses in the public inter- 
est? 

Are the members of reg- 
ulatory agencies beholden to 
the business interests they are 
supposed to regulate, or are 
they properly aloof and ob- 
jective? 

Are men of sufficiently high 
caliber being appointed to the 
quasi-judicial agencies? 

What legislative steps are 
needed to enable the agencies 
to function free of outside in- 
terference, pressure and influ- 
ence? This pressure comes 
from members of Congress as 
well as from the _ business 
world. 

Although it had $250,000 to 
work with and a staff which 
had spent six ‘months on the 
necessary preliminary in- 
quiries, the. subcommittee’s 
hearings got off to a shaky 
start. Thus far, the inquiry has 
produced only one tangible re- 
sult, the resignation of Richard 
A.’ Mack from the Federal 
Communications Commission. 


Chief Counsel Fired. 


Before getting down to the 
job at hand, members of the 
House group spent an exhaust- 
ing week arguing with, ques- 
tioning and finally firing. their 
chief counsel, Dr. Bernard 
Schwartz, the controversial law 
professor from New York Uni- 
versity. 

Schwartz, a brilliant young 
scholar of administrative law, 
was hired because he seemed 
ideally fitted for the task of 
conducting a high-level study 
of the manner in which the 
regulatory agencies were ad- 
ministering the laws enacted 


by Congress. 
This inquiry, the kind that 
Speaker Rayburn wanted, 


would have been largely legal- 
istic in nature. Agency deci- 
sions would have been analyzed 
to see if there were any pat- 
terns of favoritism. Compari- 
son of the decisions with. the 
legislative history and wording 
of the statutes would have de- 
termined whether the intent of 
Congress was being followed 
out. 

Schwartz found this impor- 
tant work congenial enough. 
He prepared a 28-page memo- 
randum on the FCC, much of 
which dealt with comparative 
(contested) television cases 
and various questions of ad- 
ministrative law. 


Favors to FCC Members. 


But the voung professor, who 
says he was politically naive 
when he came to Washington, 
was astounded and shocked 
when his investigators turned 
up a list of favors that some 
FCC members had received 
from television industry groups. 
The investigators brought in, 
as well, some tentative indica- 
tions of influence peddling 
reaching up to the White 
House.

Tries to Fire Another.

Vision scandal and led to the 
resignation of Commissioner 
Mack. Shacklette’s “working 
files” on other cases were 
taken away from him.

He presented a documented 
case showing that Mack, while 
on the FCC, accepted money 
from a Miami lawyer who 
talked to him on behalf of Na- 
tional Airlines, the successful 
applicant for Channel 10.

They were unable to 
produce any evidence of re- 
payment. It also was brought 
out that Whiteside gave Mack 
free stock in two insurance 
agencies, one of which had 
the insurance account for Chan- 
nel 10.

Gordon Moore. brother-in-law

No Evidence of Wrongdoing. 

The subcommittee produced 
no evidence of any wrongdoing 
by Col. Moore. But Represen- 
tative John E. Moss ‘(Dem.), 
California, said privately that 
the Colonel was called to testi- 
fy before the staff had com- 
pleted its investigation of his 
activities. Another member.

ANADA’S NATIONAL ELECTION Monday is being watched 
Coie keen interest by United States political and business 


leaders. 


They are hoping that it may throw some light on 


the relative popularity of two methods proposed for ending the 
recession—tax reductions and public works spending. 


Lester B. Pearson, leader of 
the Liberal party, is proposing 
massive tax cuts and other 
stimulants to give the Canadian 
economy a quick lift. He 
thinks strong government ac- 
tion is needed to solve unem- 
ployment and related problems, 

Prime Minister John Diefen- 
baker, one of the most flam- 
boyant of orators, is vigorously 
selling the Progressive Conser- 
vative party program. He has 
spoken of a billion-dollar “great 
new public works program,” 
which critics say is actually 
little more than expenditures 
already planned. His govern- 
ment has channeled $300,000,- 
000 of new money into hous- 
ing. 

Diefenbaker has been touring 
Canada, in what has developed 
into a highly-stimulating elec- 
tion contest, sounding a good 
deal like Franklin D. Roose- 
velt did 25 years ago. He has 
proclaimed that Canadians 
“have nothing to fear but fear 
itself’ and has charged the 
Liberals with raising “the 
standard of fear rather than 
faith” in the nation, 

Similar to U.S. Campaign. 

The campaign has some of 
the aspects of the 1952 cam- 
paign in this country, with 
Adlai E. Stevenson replaced 
by the witty and urbane Pear- 
son, and the hard-working Gen. 
Eisenhower replaced by Diefen- 
baker, who sometimes talks, as 
did Candidate Eisenhower, 
about his “crusade,” 

Pearson's resemblance to Ste- 
venson in mental agility was il- 
lustrated at a recent meeting in 
New Brunswick. As Pearson 
was speaking a pig was sud- 
denly thrown through a side 
door into the audience. While 
the squealing animal was being 
captured, Pearson remarked: “I 
see we have a Conservative 
heckler here.” 

Canadians will be voting to 
elect 265 members of the 
House of Commons, each rep- 
resenting an election district, 
or “riding.” There is no nation- 
al ticket. The names of Pearson 
and Diefenbaker will appear on 
the ballot only as candidates 
for Parliament from their home 
ridings. Thus their campaign- 
ing is directed toward support- 
ing the party and local candi- 
dates and not toward winning 
votes nationally for themselves. 

Canadian elections must, by 
law, be held every five years. 
In practice, they usually are 
called about every fourth year 
Last June the Tories turned 
out the Liberals after 22 years 
in office, but did not obtain a 
clear majority. The count was 
113 Progressive Conservatives, 
106 Liberals, 25 members of the 
Co-operative Commonwealth 
Federation, 19 members of the 
Social Credit Party and two in- 
dependents. 

The Liberals, then led by 
Former Prime Minister Louis 
S. St. Laurent, decided against 
teaming up with the other mi- 
nority parties to obstruct the 
Tories. This was a matter of 
temporary forbearance. The 
Progressive Conservatives have 
not felt free to move, however, 
and Diefenbaker decided to 
take the unusual step of calling 
an election this month. He 
hopes to obtain a substantial 
increase in his majority, but 
there is no assurance he wil! 
— sueceed. 

Election Procedure. 

Under the Canadian Parlia- 
mentary system, the majority 
ng- | Party can call an election at 
any time its leaders think they 
can increase their majority and 
better their position.

Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, in a speech Thursday 
supporting renewal of the Re- 
ciprocal Trade Agreements Act, 
pointed out that last year Can- 
ada bought American goods 
valued at nearly four billion 
dollars and sold the United 
States goods valued at nearly 
three billion dollars. 

In an earlier plea for exten- 
sion of the act, Dulles said 
additional .steps to hinder Ca- 
nadian exports to the United 
States might have a_ serious 
adverse effect on United States- 
Canadian defense co-operation. 

Canada has protested against 
United States oil import re- 
strictions, which were extended 
by executive order of President 


Eisenhower on Thursday. Pe-

Curbs Opposed. 

Canadian Finance Minister 
Donald Fleming took issue in 
January with the earlier re- 
strictions and the basis on 
which. they were predicated. 
The United States action 
hinges, he said,’ on the propo- 
sition that oil imports “if not 
restricted would, in the words 
of the Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments Extension Act of 1955 be 
‘imported into United States 
in such quantities as to impair 
the national security.’” ' 

“Not only does the United 
States action in respect of our 
oil make no sense, aS we see 


it, in relation to their actual 
security interests,” Fleming 
went on, “but it also appears to 


offend against the tenor and 
purpose of the principles for 
economic co-operation in de- 
fense matters that have been 
formally agreed in an exchange 
of notes between our two 
governments.” 

The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion's efforts to curb oil im- 
ports are due in part to a de- 
sire to mollify Congressmen 
from oil-producing states and 
obtain their votes in favor of 
the Trade Act extension.

Contributing to his 
reputation as one of Canada’s 
outstanding criminal lawyers is 
an unerring sense of timing, a 
gift of pantomime and an abil-

More than six feet tall and 
possessed of great physical and 


mental energy, Diefenbaker 
does not smoke. is a virtual 
teetotaler and refuses to make 


political speeches on Sunday. 
It has been said of him that 
when he points his finger and 
starts pounding his fist the 
House of Commons knows “the 
storm from the west is rolling 
in again.” 

Pearson, 60 years old, was 
awarded the Nobel peace prize 
last year for his efforts to end 
strife in the Middle East. A 
graduate of Toronto University 
and Oxford, he has served as 
ambassador to Washington and 
as Canadian foreign minister 
He has served als6 as president 
of the United Nations General 
Assembly. 

The late Andrei Vishinsky, 
Russia's U.N. representative, 
once said of Pearson: 

“I always listen to the Cana- 
dian delegate because he often 
says what others think but are 
afraid to say.”

PUBLICATION OF “The Great 
Days” by John Dos Passos may recall 
to many readers that the author first 
came into prominence through his novel 
about the first World War. This was 
“Three Soldiers,” a bitter and preju- 
diced work which suggested that offi- 
cers in the United States army were 
brutes and cads. No such indignation 
may be found in “The Great Days”; but 
its panoramic view of the second World 
War is no more reassuring. 


Its scale is such, however, that the 
malice of individuals seems microscopic 
in comparison with the spectacle as a 
whole. No swinish officer persecuting 
the lower ranks can achieve the status 
of villainy in this monumental holo- 
caust. The guilt is general and in- 
divisible and its results are apocalyptic. 


Nevertheless Mr. Dos Passos has mel- 
lowed, and a comparison of the two war 
novels emphasizes the temperamental 
changes he has undergone. The fact 
that he now uses war mainiy as a 
backdrop for the musings of his pro- 
tagonist indicates that he feels in- 
capable of abstracting from its com- 
plexity the essence of its evil. 

The war is already ten years in the 
past when Roland Lancaster shows up 
at the Miami airport to await the ar- 
rival of his “new girl.” It is a critical 
situation for Lancaster. Once an inter- 
nationally famous journalist he is now 
staking what remains of his reputation, 
his vitality and his money on the hope 
that the’ new girl will rekindle his life. 
To be sure Elsa is little more than a 
“pickup,” 30 years his junior, and he 
knows little about her. But she is young 
and lovely; if she really loves him it 
will be enough for a new start. 


IT SOON BECOMES evident that 
Elsa is looking mainly for release from 
the monotony of her mother’s Milwau- 
kee flat where she had been deposited 
by her own ill fortune. Elsa and Roland 
fly to Havana, plunge into the revels 
of the carnival season, fall in with 
voodoo cultists, gun runners, bar flies 
and other raffish characters and drink 
themselves blind.

Winston Churchill’s Remarkable Achievement

FIFTY-TWO YEARS AGO a 
young man made his literary debut as a 
historian with a two-volume life of his 
father. The young man was Winston 
Spencer Churchill; the father was Lord 
Randolph Churchill, prominent Tory 
politician of the late Victorian era. A 
promising son commemorated the ca- 
reer of a brilliant father in a memo- 
rable piece of biography 

Now at the age of 83 Sir Winston 
Churchill crowns one of the most re- 
markable careers of all time with the 
final volume of a monumental work 
that, in effect, completes the great 
circle of his nation’s history. For he 
ends at the point where he began: his 
father who was Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer and Leader of the House of 
Commons in the Salisbury administra- 
tion of 1886. is one of the historical 
figures whose portraits he paints in the 
last chapter of “The Great Democ- 
racies.” 

During the intervening half-century 
Sir Winston has in one form or another, 
and in more than 20 fat volumes, writ- 
ten the entire history of his country 
from its remote beginnings to the end 
of World War II. And, most remarkable 
fact of all, he has done this as just one 
—and that one not the most important— 
of his many activities. 

NOT ONLY has he made this history 
intensely readable and interesting, but 
he has written it as a scholar and in a 
manner that commands the respect and 


admiration of professional historians. 
So much is involved in the art of pro- 
ducing smooth-flowing, closely textured, 
balanced, truthful and compelling nar- 
rative, even of a limited period of his- 
tory, that most historians are satisfied 
to be specialists in a closely defined 
field. 


Not so Churchill! He has encompassed 
the whole and with equal mastery at 


' @very point of time. The reader moves 


@asily with him down the centuries,

never doubting his competence as 
teacher and interpreter, and very sel- 
dom questioning his estimates or his 
judgments either of men or of measures. 

Perhaps this astonishing feat can be 
best explained by the fact that for 
Churchill his country’s history has 
never been the dead past but still liv- 
ing drama, in which he as heir to the 
great heritage has been an active par- 
ticipant. 

Thus, during the war when he gave 
utterance to his great orations he was 
called the very embodiment of England. 
In much the same way he can be 
thought of as the embodiment, the 
quintessence, of its history. For it has 
not only obviously enriched his life but 
has surely always been a major source 
of his inspiration as statesman and war 
leader. 

So that in his struggle with Hitler he 
could recall his own ancestor the Duke 
of Marlborough’s struggle against Louis 
XIV, as well as Pitt’s and Nelson's epic 
contest with Napoleon; while in his his- 
torical appearances on the floor of the 
House of Commons he knew he was 
standing where other great Commoners 
-——Chatham, Fox, Peel—had stood. He 
knew that, like them, he was making 
great history and so he knew, Iinstinc- 
tively, how to write that same history. 
In other words, it has been a case of 
one Olympian telling the story of fellow 
immortals. 


IN THIS CLOSING VOLUME 
Churchill carries the narrative from the 
battle of Waterloo (1815) to the end of 
the Boer War (1902). These 87 years 
witnessed the apotheosis of Britain's 
imperial power and greatness. No one 
knows better than he what are the 
marks and attributes of greatness both 
in men and nations, and he always rises 
to his greatest heights as a writer when 
he is describing them. So, as in the 
other three, there are some memorable 
passages in this volume. 

Thus, smaller minds would have to 
strive hard to attain some sort of neu- 
tral objectivity in their view of those 
two great antagonists, Gladstone and 
Disraeli. For who does not prefer one 
to the other? But not Churchill! There

present with the past, Mr. Dos Passos 
throws into high relief the true degree 
of his hero’s fall. The confidence of 
Roland’s great days when he sat in at 
the making of history has been replaced 
by a humiliating subservience to the 
whims of a trollop. This device is more 
than ordinarily effective. Indeed the 
description of Lancaster's plight is so 
painful that the reader feels a deep 
relief when Lancaster is finally undone 
and the struggle is over. 


Both periods in time are filled 


in with an amplitude of detail includ- 
ing a large number of animated, well 


, rounded character studies; each period 


is complete in itself. The Havana epi- 
sode is compact, atmospheric and tense. 
The recall of earlier years is more im- 
pressionistic but contains, nevertheless, 
many scenes of striking force, color and 
clarity. 


Mr. Dos Passos, in brief, has exer- 
eised unusual mastery in exploiting a 
difficult schematic arrangement and in 
handling an extraordinarily large per- 
sonnel. 


As for his characters they engage 
the reader's interest not because they 
are likable—most of them are not— 
but because they come alive. 


“THE GREAT DAYS”, however, 
fails in one important respect. It does 
not live up to the. possibilities of its 
theme. After all, Roland Lancaster is 
the core and pivot of the whole nar- 
rative and the deterioration of his self- 
respect is a process that should be 
plausibly explained. In one phase he is 
represented as thoughtful, sensitive 
and enterprising. In another he has 
lost his style completely. 

The transition, however, occurs sud- 
denly. One may surmise that the death 
of his wife and the decline of his 
prestige are the chief causes of his 
dissolution but in the situation given, 
the erosion would probably be gradual. 
But the intervening steps in the descent 
from Grace to Elsa are not disclosed. 

This to me, is a serious omission. 
“The Great Days” is an absorbing book, 
an entertainment handled with all the 
skill of an accomplished story teller. 
It could have been more. 


SIR WINSTON CHURCHILL 


is no prejudice discernible here; he 
glories in them alike—in Gladstone's 
magnificent championing of the cause 
of Liberalism and unswerving dedica- 
tion to conscience and morality in poll- 
tics, no less than in Disraeli’s great 
concept of Empire and belief in social 
progress and Tory Democracy as well 
as in tradition. Churchill honors both 
for a very simple reason: he was polit- 
ically the child of both. 


THE SECONDARY THEME of 
this volume is the coming to greatness 
of the United States. More than a third 
of it is devoted to America, and a good 
half of this is given to the Civil War, 
of which Churchill provides a masterly 
account. Again, it is the epic quality 
of that war which appeals to him. He 
calls it “the noblest and least avoidable 
of all the great mass conflicts of which 
till then there was record.” 

And who could better describe its 
campaigns and battles? Or pay more 
eloquent tribute to the heroism and 
idealism of both sides? And here again 
I think the partisans of either side will 
be satisfied with his fairness. One 
thing he makes very clear: his strong 
feeling that the monstrous shadow of 
slavery had to be lifted from the land. 

The long story of the English speak- 
ing peoples ends on a note of hope: 
hope for something stronger than ailli- 
ance, hope for ultimate union. If it 
comes about, it can be safely said that 
nobody will have a bigger hand in it 
than the author of this great work.

THE CHAPEL AT RONCHAMPS, by 


Le Corbusier. (Fred- 


erick A. Praeger, 135 pgs., $5.50.)

ON AN EMINENCE AT RONCHAMP, France, be- 
tween the Vosges mountains and Burgundy, stands a chapel 
whose design, many architects have said, may profoundly 


influence future church design. 


This building by the French architect, Le Corbusier, 
occupies a hill associated since ancient times with pagan 
and Christian worship. Time after time, predecessor build- 
ings have suffered, as the architect writes, “the outrages of 


man or the elements.” 


Repeatedly, they have been shat- 


tered in warfare, for the hill is a strategic site; the last 
previous chapel was demolished by artillery in World War II. 

The present building, shown above, was completed in 
1955. It is a curving, white edifice whose stucco finish covers 


thick walls built of stone salvaged from the ruins. 


The struc- 


tural load is borne by steel pillars imbedded in the walls. 
The interior is intended principally for meditation, and the 
masses for large groups of pilgrims are conducted at a sanc- 
tuary incorporated in the exterior curve of a high wall, pro- 


tected by a roof overhang. 


The roof is a great billow of reinforced concrete, whose 


shape was suggested by the shell of a crab. 


It curves up- 


ward at the walls, from which it is separated by a horizontal 
crack 10 centimeters wide to admit a flow of light. The 
treatment of light is one of the most dramatic features. 
Light literally pours in by way of deep bays that extend 
above the roof and admit illumination through curved re- 
cesses like vertical troughs; it also comes through windows 
that are mere slits in the outside wall but are splayed into 
wide openings on the inside. The stained glass is ornamented 


with child-like painted designs. 


Where the poured con- 


crete is exposed, it has been left unfinished to retain the 
design and imprints of grain in the wooden plank forms. 
The book consists mainly of photographs and Corbusier’s 
own sketches, 140 illustrations in all, which succeed as well 
as pictures could in conveying the essence of this complex 


idea.

MATHEMATICIANS 
are warned to stay away 
from this book by the editor 
himself on the ground that 
the mathematics here is too 
naive for them. Actually, 
there isn’t enough math in- 
volved in these stories to 
either bore a mathematician 
or unduly perplex the man 
who has no mathematics in 
his soul. Instead, Mr. Fadi- 
man has assembled what he 
describes as a “set of stories, 
together with a group of 
oddments and diversions, all 
drawn from the universe of 
mathematics.” 

This is mathematics as the 
subject of fiction, to be read 
for entertainment, and not 
to be confused with James 
Newman's scholarly “The 
World of Mathematics” 
which included many profes- 
sional papers. Although an- 
thologist Fadiman has in- 
cluded two stories which ap- 
peared in Mr. Newman's four 
volumes, (“Young Archi-

medes” by Aldous Huxley 
and “Inflexible Logic” by 
Russell Maloney), in the 


main he has wrapped up a 
package of crackling good 
science-fiction stories based 
on mathematical ideas. 


The favorite concept of 
the science-fiction writers 
seems to be Topology—the 
geometry of distortion — 
which holds that there are 
no rigid objects and every- 
thing is deformed when its 
position is changed. Several 
of the stories have to do with 
the Moebius strip—a loop of 
paper with a half-twist in it 
—but you don’t have to un- 
derstand the mathematics of 
Topology to enjoy the stories. 

There is wealth of good 
reading in Mr. Fadiman’s se- 
lections, from Plato's “Meno” 
dialogue to limericks about 
arithmetic, although some of 
them can claim only a slight 
connection with the central 
theme. Because of its ab- 
stract, non-visual nature, 
good stories about mathe- 
matics are hard to find, and 
one has the feeling that the 
best imaginative literature 
about it has not yet been 
written.

THE CASE OF THE RUS.

with seven diamonds, each 
four carats, which belongs to 
the aged Alysia Rimmell.

30 yéars ago, the diamonds 

were in their settings, but 

according to a photograph of 

Mrs. Rimmell wearing the 

jewels taken in 1893 there 

are no gems in the cross.

No Idolizing, No Mocking 


AFTER WALDEN: THOREAU’S CHANGING VIEWS ON 
ECONOMIC MAN, by Leo Stoller. (Stanford University 
Press, 163 pgs., $4.) ,

TODAY HENRY DAVID THOREAU (1817-1862) 
is either scorned with condescension or adorned with 
Wordsworthian echoes and Emersonian light. “Walden” is 
either a forgotten wharf water-logged in the American con- 
science or a harbor for wandering barks homeless in a ma- 
terialistic, conforming age worshipping success and profits. 

Leo Stoller in his seholarly and sometimes over-subtle 
treatise refuses to mock or to idolize. Instead he patiently 
examines Thoreau’s volumes of journals and essays writter 
after he left Walden Pond in 1846. He ignores the small 
talk and tales biographers have gathered in their successful ef- 
forts to make Thoreau one of the great American writers; 
instead Mr. Stoller, having read all that the post-Walden 
Thoreau says about nature, economics, and the higher self, 
has written what is certainly the most intellectual account 
we have of the Concord surveyor. 

He leaves “Walden” to the sentimentalist and in a some- 
what clumsy prose analyzes the whole Thoreau. The latter’s 
devotees may feel after finishing this book that perhaps “a 
part is better than the whole.” 

Mr. Stoller concludes that to Thoreau his two years and 
more at Walden had proved a failure. However, instead of 
resigning from the world, he returned to Concord, lived 
sociably and worked hard. “Moving to the pond and going 
to jail had been thoughtful solutions to serious problems. 
When they turned out to be effectual, Thoreau went 
ahead to look for others.” 


THOREAU’S APPROACH to problems was tem- 
pered by his interest in transcendentalism; in his effort to 
see that all was the oversoul in varying forms, he believed 
that everything moved in accordance with the same laws, 
which governed alike the moral and physical orders; he liked 
to think the laws of science and morality interpenetrated one 
another. 

But seeing more of acquisitive man and of the wilds of 
Maine, he became less idealistic, less optimistic. According 
to Mr. Stoller, Thoreau discovered that the “universe pan- 
theistically informed with a benign godhead had suddenl 
dissociated into its parts. For the rest of his life he was 
to strive in vain to reunite them.” 

He came to realize that not everyone could becOme the 
exemplar of his ideal of self-culture and a worshipper of 
the simple life: “The fellow-man to whom you are yoked 
is a steer that is ever bolting right the other way.” 

The principle of self-culture, which he cherished, was being 

destroyed by industralism. The latter’s utility he recognized, 
but it depersonalized the worker and his product; “the 
value of any experience,” wrote Thoreau, “is measured... 
not by the amount of money, but the amount of development 
we get out of it.” 
WHEREAS IN ‘‘CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE”? he 
had said. that the government “can havé no pure right over 
my person and property but what I concede to it,” to protect 
the nation’s timber he was willing to grant the government 
extraordinary power. He has been called America’s first 
conservationist. 

He left the anarchism that characterized his Walden 
period, and in the 1850’s began to accept the efficacy of ré- 
form and political organizations. Although he was opposed 
to slavery and helped several Negroes to escape to Canada, 
the effort of John Brown at Harper's Ferry was the catalyst 
that pushed Thoreau briefly into action. Mr. Stoller believes 
that Brown “satisfied Thoreau’s demand for a man with a 
higher aim in life than longevity or acquisition.” 

Mr. Stoller sums up Thoreau’s socio-economic thinking as 
ending in “a fruitful inconsistency,” for “his job was not to 
attack the evil outside him but to wash his hands of it, 
purify himself, and turn his face toward perfection.” 

Maintaining his detachment to the end, Mr. Stoller con- 
cludes that Thoreau’s “failure to discover his own solution 
may be responsible... for the incompleteness one senses 
about his career.” 


Visit to Cyprus

THE PROBLEM of Cyprus is 
well known to readers by rea- 
son of newspaper coverage.

IN A CLEARED SPACE of a 


studio on midtown Olive street, a 
towering eagle in plasticine clay stands 
with wings upraised, eyes fixed on the 
distance, beak outthrust, The nine-foot 
figure, now partly encased in plaster, is 
being made ready for casting in bronze. 
Then it and the two fledglings poised 
at its feet will be hoisted to the top of 
a high granite shaft at the new Air 
Force Academy at Colorado Springs, 
and cadets filing into the mess hall will 
pass under the group's challenging sur- 
veillance. 

This is an age, they say, in which art 
doesn't communicate, but the Air Force 
eagle communicates, all right. The 
sheer, steep rfSe of the stylized wings 
communicates pent-up speed, power 
and a readiness to hit the blue. The 
airfoil sleekness ofthe design, with 
the head and neck of the big bird 
carved into the clear but not too obvi- 
ous semblance of an aircraft's prow, 
projects the idea of speed and an un- 
swerving sense of direction. The eaglets 
are the cadet birds. 


On the day this militant symbol was 
finished, after some three years of wdérk 
with this and preceding designs, Sculp- 
tor Carl Mose was able to devote more 
attention to another figure that has 
occupied him for about the same length 
of time, It is a clay model of St. 
Francis, commissioned to stand in the 
reflecting pool of the Jewel Box in 
Forest Park.

than the eagle's stern gaze, and his up- 
raised arm provides casual perch for a 
bird—an ordinary songbird this time, 
whose role in the design is to affirm 
the humility and the love that are 
attributes of the good man of Assisi. 


The ability to encompass widely 
diverse themes in work that fully ex- 
presses its intention, that heightens the 
effect of its setting and that holds to 
uncompromising standards of taste is 
an attribute of the sculptor of high 
professional level—a level that Mose 
has maintained in St. Louis since 1936. 

In his two-room studio at 4527 Olive 
street, Mose puts in a steady six-day 
week, usually busy on several works at 
once. A bench along one wall is peo- 
pled with small models of human 
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Carl Mose, at work on St. Francis figure for Jewel Box.

figures, busts, commemorative medals, 
portrait heads and carving tools. Some 
of the models, shaped in clay that in 
time cracks and falls apart, have lost 
their heads or portions of arms and 
legs. What is left still has interest, sug- 
gesting in its eloquent incompleteness 
the whole that it once was. From be- 
neath a casually thrown plastic sheet 
protrude hands, feet and bits of arma- 
ture, the wire skeleton that supports 
the clay. 


A TALL FIGURE inclay of a young 
girl represents the sort of thing that 
makes a sculptor’s life a venture. Carl 
Milles, the Swedish sculptor who did the 
fountain group opposite Union Station, 
planned to present a number of works 
by American sculptors to the museum 
at Stockholm. Mose received one of the 
first orders, and had the project well 
under way when Milles died. He doesn’t 
know whether the commission can be 
fulfilled, but has the figure nearly com- 
plete, just in case. 


In the studio were two small heads 
that had been cast in aluminum in Mex- 
ico. There was a slight flaw in the neck 
of each one, and I suggested that the 
imperfections had modified the designs 
in rather interesting ways. 


“Not to me,” Mose said promptly. He 
is not a “happy accident” man. 

“We've gotten to believe,” said Mose, 
“that the material is the important 
thing. Not the design, not the sculpture, 
not the form, but the material. I think 
people very often fail to see the form. 
l can sppreciate a piece of abstract 
sculpture with anyone—all art is ab- 


stract to a great extent, but we've lost . 


contact with the creative impulse. 


“SOME YEARS AGO, museums 
around the country suddenly decided to 
get rid of their plaster casts. At the 
City Art Museum, they broke them up. 
The excuse was that it was plaster, but 
that was no excuse at all. In a plaster 
cast, you can see how the sculptor mod- 
elled, how he designed, and the mate- 
rial doesn't make any difference. 


“What really matters about a work of 
art is its intrinsic vitality, not the theory 
on which it is based. * We live in a time 
when invention, change, experimenta- 
tion are the great things. Actually, our 
contemporary outlook, conditioned by 
advertising, sales promotion, fashion 
turnover of all kinds, is moving too 
fast for art. 

“IT believe that man is the subject of 
most importance to himself, I find un- 
limited interest in the human figure— 
it lends itself to unlimited expressive- 
ness and interpretation. I'm interested 
in the monumental and architectural 
aspects of sculpture. In most countries 
abroad, 5 to 10 per cent of the cost of a 
building is used for painting and sculp- 
ture.

New Laurels for American Poet 
E. E. Cummings Still Going Strong at Sixty-Three

“CUMMINGS,” wrote the poet and 
critic Allen Tate, “is one of the most 
prolific poets of his generation and one 
of the half dozen best. His famous 
typographic distortions have put a great 
many readers off, but there is nothing 
very difficult about them for persons 
who are willing to give as much atten- 
tion to poetry as to a tooth paste ad- 
vertisement.” 


Recent winner of the 1957 Bollingen 
prize, one of the top three or four 
awards annually given to American 
poets, E. E. Cummings has been called 
“the terror of typesetters” and his 
poetry lightly compared to the ruins of 
a typecasting establishment. Yet after 
35 years he has proven that experi- 
mental poetry can be good poetry and, 
moreover, that it can reach a large 
audience and be appreciated. The cita- 
tion accompanying the Bollingen award, 
which carries a $1000 stipend, praised 
the poet's “gifts of natural wit and 
lyric imagination with which he has 
delighted so many for so long.” 


E‘dward) E(stlin) Cummings was born 
in Cambridge, Mass., in 1894, the son 
of a Unitarian minister. He was “edu- 
cated but not tamed” at Harvard, where 
he took a bachelor’s degree in 1915 
and an M.A. the next year. During the 
first World War he enlisted in the Nor- 
ton Harjes Ambulance Corps and served 
in France. 


In 1917, through an official error, 
he was detained for three months at 
a French concentration camp at La 
Ferte-Mace, an experience which later 
produced his grim and powerful best- 
selling novel, “The Enormous Room” 
41922). Cummings emerged from that 
war in the American army, thoroughly 
frenchified and remembering more of 
the language than “quarante hommes 
et huit chevaux.” In fact he remained 
in Paris until 1924, just long enough 
to study painting, publish his novel and 
establish himself as one of the leading 
American avant-garde writers. 


WHILEMANYAPOET has turned 
novelist, Cummings became a novelist 
turned poet. “The Enormous Room” at 
once placed him in the front rank of the 
young novelists back from the war 
such as Hemingway, Faulkner and John 
Dos Passos. Yet it was mainly as a 
poet that Dos Passos considered Cum- 
mings when reviewing that book in 
“The Dial” in 1922. “The man who in- 
vented Eskimo Pie,” he complained, 
“made a million dollars ... but E. E. 
Cummings, whose verse has been ap- 
pearing off and on for three years now, 
and whose experiments should not be 
More appalling ... than the experi- 


' gent of surrounding ice cream with a 


Raser of chocolate ..., has hardly 
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made a dent in the doughy minds of 
our so-called poetry-lovers.” 

His first book of poems, “Tulips and 
Chimneys,” was published in New York 
in 1923. When he returned to America 
the next year his reputation was as 
great as T. S. Eliot’s. Though some- 
what younger, Cummings was popu- 
larly considered of the same generation 
as such other experimentalists as Ezra 
Pound, W. C. Williams, Marianne Moore 
and Wallace Stevens. (“In any case,” 
Pound wrote him playfully, “remember 
I'm oldern you are.”’} 

In the late ‘20s Cummings became a 
close friend of Hart Crane, who was 
struck by his “prodigal and startling” 
sensibility. He published three more 
books of verse and a play. His poetry 
continued to appear in vigorous, if 
transient, literary magazines like “The 
Dial,” “Broom,” “S4N” and “The Trans- 
atlantic Review.” It was an exciting 
period to which the Cammings idiom, 
extravagant, daring and iconoclastic, 
was perfectiy tuned. 

For the next decade his popularity 
waned. He became an anachronism in 
an era of social consciousness. Still, 
he had adherents: among them was 
Pound, who wrote to publisher friends 
that Cummings had “70 poems that 
nobuddy loves’’—‘bright inimitable but 
with difficulty salable verses.” In 1930, 
in an ultimate rebellious gesture, Cum- 
mings published a 63-page book with 
no title, a blank frontispiece and mean- 
ingless text and illustrations, 

The next year a book of his drawings 
and paintings appeared under the title 
“CIOPW,.” signifying the first letter of 
each medium used: charcoal, ink, oil, 
pencil and water color, He kept pro- 
ducing poetry despite its acceptance 
by only the happy few: “W (Viva)” 
(1931), “No Thanks” (1935) and the first 
“Collected Poems” (1938). His other 
works of this period were “Tom” (1935), 
a ballad based on “Uncle Tom's Cabin,” 
and “Eimi” (1933), a journal of a trip 
to the Soviet Union. His more recent 
books of verse are “XAIPE” (1950) and 
“Poems: 1923-1954." 


IN 19560 CUMMINGS was honored 
by the Academy of American Poet's fel- 
lowship of $5000 for “great achieve- 
ment” over many years, to become, as 
Randal! Jarrell wrote, “one more dean 
of American poets.” In 1955 he re- 
ceived a special citation from the Na- 
tional Book Award committee. 

The outstanding qualities of Cum- 
mings’s poetry are its proportion, in- 
ventiveness and variety. Hopkins and 
Mallarme were the first modern poets 
to split the word, thereby giving poetry 
a new dimension. They were followed 
by more or less radical experimenters: 
Arno Holz, Apollinaire and the Dadaists 
such as Philippe Soupault. Yet, unlike 
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Charles Guenther, of St. Louis, is a poet 
and critic of poetry. 


the Dadaists, Cummings gives meaning 
to his poems and consciously invents 
new uses for words. In his poem 
“what a proud dreamhorse,” for in- 
stance, he uses “beautiful” and “hap- 
pens’ as nouns; elsewhere he turns 
“am.” “if” and “because” into nouns. 
Or he sometimes employs a noun like 
“april” as averb. This technique forces 
the reader's mind into fresh analyses 
and demands careful study of the 
poetry. Here it is impractical, of course, 
to compare the Cummings product with 
a dentifrice ad. 


IT 18S ALSO IMPOSSIBLE to 
appraise the Cummings breadth of style 
by a few anthology pieces. Among the 
600 poems in his latest collection one 
can probably find more to shock, de- 
light, puzzle and move the reader than 
in the work of any living poet. The 
variety of moods—tender, raging, lofty, 
giad, grotesque and satiric—is extreme, 

The most surprising aspect of Cum- 
mings, as an individual and in his 
poetic art, is his pursuit of traditional 
values deeply rooted in New England 
transcendentalism. Beyond the mask of 
innovation he can use traditional forms 
but is not bound to them. 


Today Cummings, at 63, is slight of 
build and keeps a youthful appearance. 
With his attractive wife Marion he 
spends the winters at his Greenwich 
Village studio and the summers on a 
300-acre wooded farm at Silver Lake, 
N.H. In recent correspondence he in- 
formed this writer that he is “both 
painting and writing, as always” and 
has a book coming out next autumn 
to be entitled “95 Poems.” 


CUMMINGS'’'S PAINTINGS, lu- 
minous and Getightful as his poetry, 
have been exhibited at the American- 
British Art Centre and the Rochester 
Memoria! Gallery. His most recent one- 
man art show was held last May at the 
University of Rochester. When I asked 
him if he would ever consider holding 
a joint exhibit of his poems and paint- 
ings, he answered, “No. Perhaps be- 
cause I feel it might encourage the 
immemorial unmyth of ‘a poet who is 
also a painter.” At the same time, 
he feels that his painting complements 
his writing—“if I go without one or 
the other I miss it.”” 

Poet andor painter, E. E. Cummings 
(or e. e. cummings if you like) has an 
intellectual integrity possessed by very 
few present-day artists. He has said 
simply, “Art is a question of being 
alive.” Having infused new life into 
our language for two generations, he 
is still going strong.

THELAST WEE K of the St. Louls Symphony Orchestra's 
1957-58 season will include a Tuesday evening concert for 
the benefit of its maintenance fund, with Eloise Polk as 
plano soloist, and subscription concerts on Saturday and 
Sunday. The evening concerts will begin at 8:40 and the 
Sunday concert at 3 p.m., at the Kiel Auditorium Opera 
House. 

Viadimir Golschmann will conclude his 27 years as 
regular conductor of the orchestra with these concerts. 
Next year he will act as musical advisor to the Tulsa Sym- 
phony and fill guest engagements elsewhere. His successor 
here will be Edouard Van Remoortel, 3l-year-old Belgian 
conductor. 


MISS POLK, a native St. Louisan who has made four 
previous appearances with the orchestra, will play Bee- 
thoven’s Fourth Piano Concerto. The orchestral program 
will consist of the overture to Von Weber's “Oberon,” the 
Overture-Fantasia of Tschaikovsky’s “Romeo and Juliet,” 
Barber's “Adagio for Strings” and the Polka and Fugue 
from Weinberger’s “Schwanda, the Bagpiper.”” The con- 
cert is being co-sponsored by the Junior League of St. Louis 
and the Junior Division of the Women’s Association of the 


Symphony Society. 


The weekend concerts will include a composition new to 
the orchestra’s repertory: the Symphony No. 2, Opus 19, 
by Dimitri Kabalevsky, contemporary Russian composer. 
The remainder of the program will consist of Mozart's 
Symphony No. 40 in G Minor, Satie’s “Gymnopedies” 1 and 
3, the Prelude to Act III of Wagner's ‘‘Lohengrin,” and Ravel's 
“La Valse,” one of Golschmann’s specialties.

Firkusny in Clayton 


A RECITAL by Rudolph 
Firkusny, Czechoslovak-born 
pianist, Thursday evening at 
8:30 in the Clayton high 
school auditorium will close 
this season's Clayton-Ladue 
Community Concert series. 

Firkusny, who is now an 
American citizen living in 
New York, has become a 
well-known concert figure in 
this country since his Amer- 
ican debut in 1938. He has 
been guest soloist with the 
New York Philharmonic for 
ten straight years and fre- 
quently has appeared with 
the Cleveland and Phila- 
delphia Symphony Orches- 
tras. Among other activities 
has been his participation in 
the Edinburgh, Salzburg and 
Aspen Festivals. 


Firkusny studied composi- 
tion under Leos Janacek 
at the State Conservatory 
at Brunn, Czechoslovakia, 
which Firkusny entered at 
the age of six. He has made 
it a special point to perform 
works by Czechoslovak com- 
posers and contemporary 
American compositions.

THE UBIQUITOUS Maria-Meneghini Callas ts again 
the bright particular star of a new operatic recording. As 
Rosina in “The Barber of Seville” she reinforces her reputa- 
tion as one of the great singing actresses of this era by dis- 
closing a clearly defined character through tone coloring 
and inflection alone. Rosina becomes a romantic girl and a 
roguish one but essentially innocent. In her personal life 
Mme. Callas seems to be anything but unworldly; as an artist, 
however, she identifies herself closely with any character 
and she makes them all different. 


Mme. Callas is ably supported in this particular perform- 
ance by Tito Gobbi as Figaro, Luigi Alva as Count Almaviva, 
Fritz Ollendorf as Dr. Bartolo and the minor members of 
the cast. Alva has the ideal voice—light, flexible and ap- 
pealing in quality—for his role. The Philharmonia Orchestra, 
playing with its usual sparkle, is well handled by Alceo 
Gallieri. The comic spirit permeates the production and 
Gallieri keeps the pace well adjusted to needs of clear, 
sustained vocalization. (Angel, Three 12-inch LPs in album.) 


SIR ADRIAN BOULT, conducting The London Phil- 
harmonic Promenade Orchestra in the four Schumann Syme 
phonies, interprets their content as both romantic and youth- 
ful. The first movements of the “Spring” and “Rhenish” 
symphonies, for instance, move with a stimulating exuber- 
ance that relies more on smartness of phrasing than rapid 
tempos. The listener hears no obvious modifications of 
tempo but the basic pulse is never rigid. Variety of pace, 
in fact, is one of the means whereby Boult avoids a feeling 
of monotony in stretches where Schumann seems caught in 
a rhythmic treadmill. 


The sound reproduction is apparently aimed at the 
hi-fi addicts; so to my ears the string sound is a little wiry 
and in the more expressive lyrical lines does not have enough 
body. On the whole, though, Schumann's great lyrical 
beauty is effectively communicated. (Westminster, Two 12- 
inch LPs tn album.) 


WILLIAM WALTON’'S CONCERTO for Cello and 
Orchestra adds a new and engaging item, if not a world- 
shaking one, to the relatively limited ‘cello repertory. It 
was commissioned by Gregor Piatigorsky, everybody's fa- 
vorite ‘cellist, who plays the solo part in this recording 
with the Boston Symphony Orchestra under Charles Munch. 
The work is generally tonal and lIvrical; it has an attractive 
melodic content. In order to provide maximum opportunity 
for the long, flowing lines which show the instrument at 
its best, Walton has written the concerto in two slow movee 
ments separated by a scherzo. 


On the reverse side Piatigorsky plays Bloch's “Schelomo” 
with his customary depth of tone and fluency. Even those 
who might deny that Piatigorsky is the world’s best ‘cellist 
would have to admit, I think, that nobody can play 
“Schelomo” with the same range and depth of feeling. (RCA- 
Victor, One 12-inch LP.) 


THE“DOMESTIC SYMPHONY” by Richard Strauss 
is given an unexcelled performance in matters of pace, phrase- 
ology, cohesion and general formulation by the Chicago Sym- 
phony Orchestra with Fritz Reiner conducting. There are 
points in this reading which could be bettered by a more 
tender expression. Reiner is a masterful conductor and has 
made the Chicago Orchestra one of the best in the world. 
(RCA-Victor, One 12-inch LP.) 


MANUEL DE FALLA’S “El Retablo de Maese Pedro.” 
an unusual work in its form and content, was first per- 


formed in Paris at the residence of Princess de Polignac 
under the direction of Vladimir Golschmann As it is a 


musical play-within-a-play for puppets it, is not often per- 
formed.: The public is the loser. A recorded performance 
of this vital, highly imaginative music-drama enlists the 
services of three Spanish singers, Julita Berruega, Carlo 
Munguia and Raimundo Torres and a small instrumental 
ensemble drawn from the National Orchestra of Spain. The 
voices are good but the singers are far too circumspect in 
projecting music which the composer said should be declam- 


atory and florid.

This is the story of one of the most interesting pieces instead of the boy. One of the earliest real estate trans- 
of real estate in the world today.

Awarded 


Bids were received last week 
and contracts awarded to con- 
struct a laboratory building for 
the electrical engineering de- 
partment of the Missouri 
School of Mines and Metallurgy 
at Rolla. The building costs 
are a part of the $1,000,000 
appropriation approved several 
years ago for the expansion of 
the department. The aggregate 
building contracts amounted 
to five per cent less than the 
budget established by the 
architect more than a year ago. 

Located on a sloping site of 
the campus, this three story 
building will have grade en- 
trances at the lower level and 
the intermediate level. It is 
to be of reinforced concrete 
column, beam and removable 
steel pan construction sup- 
ported on drilled and poured- 
in-place concrete piles. 

The interior walls are to be 
of painted plaster. Ceilings 
will have acoustical plaster. 
Floors are to be covered with 
asphalt tile, ceramic tile or 
terrazzo. Wainscots in corri- 
dors, toilets and janitor’s 
Closets are to be finished with 
ceramic tile. Heavy equipment 
rooms and store rooms are to 
have walls of haydite block, 
floors of concrete. 

Long exterior elevations of 
the buildings are to be panel 
wall construction with alumi- 
num sash, aluminum mullions 
and limestone panels. At each 
end, the building is to be ter- 
minated with brick masses con- 
taining stairways and small 
rooms.

Make a List 


For Home 
Repairs 


In the last of a series of 
eight programs telecast over 
KETC Channel 9, Dr. Arthur 


C, Meyers Jr., advised home 
owners to attack the problems 
of maintenance and repair sys- 
tematically by developing a 
check list. 

The series was called “What 
About Home Ownership,” and 
the final program of the Tues- 
day evening series covered the 
subject, “Caring For the 
Home.” Dr. Meyers Is associate 
professor of economics at St. 
Louis University. 

“The home owner should list 
the areas to be checked period- 
ically, and develop another list 
of improvements to be made,” 
he said. “The basic things 
should be done first, like re- 
pairing a leaky roof or water- 
proofing a damp basement, be- 
cause those add value to a 
house. The frills, like interior 
decorating, should be done aft- 
er the basic improvements are 
out of the way.” 

Dr. Meyers stated that the 
longer basic faults are allowed 
to remain in a state of disre- 
pair, the more the necessary 
repair will cost later. 

He said that although main- 
tenance and repair costs will 
be negligible during the early 
years of a house, it would be 
wise to set aside between 1 and 
2 per cent of the purchase 
price of the house for an an- 
nual maintenance fund. 

“Although you would not or- 
dinarily be expected to replace 
a furnace or water heater or 
roof during the first several 
years, when those things do 
need replacement it is a good 
idea to be prepared,” he said. 
“Th do not occur on 
schedule.” 

Dr. Meyers advised home

holy of holies of the temple. He changed the name of 
the town or city to Yeru Sholomoh. We call it Jerusalem. 
The name of the national god was also changed from El 
to Yah or Yahveh, Jehovah to us. This name is on the 


facade of the Old Cathedral on Walnut street in St. 
Louis in Hebrew characters. 


The next thing to happen was the birth of one 
Yerem Yah in the town of Anathoth, three miles north 


of The Rock. Yerem Yah, Jeremiah, told the people of 
Jerusalem that they must equip an army of defense be- 
cause the Babylonians were about to take the place: The 


king did not like this and put Yerem Yah in jail. While 
there he was approached by a man who wanted to sell 
a farm near Anathoth and Yerem said he would buy it, 
but cheap, real estate not being very salable under the 
circumstances. There is also a painting of this sale in 
our Clayton office. The seller is objecting to the low 
price, thirteen shekels, but Jerry said take it or leave 
it. He gave the deed to a friend to be put in a cov- 
ered jar and buried on the farm so that the purchaser 
could return after the war and take possession of his 
real estate, purchased at depression prices. 


After the captivity some of the Yehudim (we eal] 
them Jews), returned to Jerusalem and rebuilt their 
houses there. Then a man named Nehem Yah, Nehemiah 
to us, took charge and stood on The Rock to see what 
should be done. He saw that the walls had fallen down 
and the gates were ruinous. He went to the owners of 
the houses and asked them for men and money to repair 
the walls and gates. They said they were not interested 
Actually they didn’t own their houses at all because of 
the heavy mortgages on them. So Nehemiah went to the 
mortgagees and raised the money to rebuild the walls 
and put in new gates. 


More centuries elapsed and the Romans took over 
Palaestina. Their rule was at first quite lenient and the 
king was a Hebrew or Idumaean named Herodes. He 
rebuilt the temple, still preserving The Rock as the holy 
of holies, But the Yehudim objected to this foreign 
domination and gathered at the Wall of Solomon. now 
called The Wailing Wall, to voice their protests. These 
protests were in the form of responsive chants and were 
very impressive. One group would sing, ‘‘For the palace 
that lies desolate.’’ Then another group would respond, 
‘We sit in silence and mourn.”’ ‘‘For the majesty that 
has departed.’’ ‘‘We sit in silence and mourn.’’ And 
so on and on. 


Later a man, who afterward became very famous. 
came to worship at the temple. He no doubt saw the 
holy rock. His name was Yeshua. We call him Jesus. 
He objected to the commercialization of the temple ac- 
tivities and overthrew the tables of the money changers 
This so enraged the church officials that they had him 
indicted for sedition. His trial was held at the Roman 
Praetorium, adjoining and overlooking the temple and 
its rock. Upon his conviction he was sentenced to be 
executed at a place about a mile west of the Praetorium. 
His trip there was through a street since called the Via 
Dolorosa. Along the way he stopped fourteen times and 
these stops are memorialized by tablets on the buildings. 
Similar tablets can be seen in churches throughout the 
world today. They are called The Stations of the Cross.

Then the Roman rule was relaxed and a new ruler 
took charge in Asia Minor. His name was Abdul Hashim 
and he was call the Mu Hammad, or the praiseworthy 
one, He went to Jerusalem and saw The Rock. It inspired 
him to write several lectures or prayer sermons which 


with others are now in book form and are ealled El 
horan. 


Mohammed began life as a camel driver and noticed 
that the principal vices of camel drivers were drincing 
and gambling. So he prohibited these practices and they 
are still prohibited in all of the countries under the sway 
of El Islam. One of Mohammed’s successors named Omar 
built a handsome octagonal building over The Rock. It 
is still standing and is called Kubbat Es Sakhra or The 
Dome of The Rock. The building contains nothing except 
The Rock. 


Later the Mohammedans oppressed the people of 
Palestine and various military expeditions, called Cru- 
sades, were organized to capture Jerusalem and The 
Rock. One of these was headed by King Louis IX of 
France. Because of this and other pious activities he 
was later canonized and called Saint Louis. Churches 
and missions were named for him. One was on the west 
bank of the Mississippi and the village that grew up 
around it was called and is still called St. Louis. In 
Forest Park there is a statue of Louis setting out on his 
Crusade.

Three Years on 
Column Soapbox 


THREE YEARS AGO this month, the Post-Dispatch 
Everyday Magazine expanded in size and one of its editors 
remarked quite casually, “You might try a column if you 
have an idea for one.” 

I had an idea for one. 
I'd been getting increas- 
ingly annoyed by maga- 
zine articles about mod- 
ern woman, her deficien- 
cies, inefficiencies, frus- 
trations. All around me 
were women doing a 
wonderful job with home 
and family, careers, com- 
munity works, often jug- 
gling three lives, looking 
pretty, and having fun. 

On March 29, 1955, I 
climbed shakily on a 
soapbox and raised the 
banner of “the little 
woman.” This has led to 
the happiest writing ex- 
perience possible. Instead 
of muttering to myself 
about the size of cars or 
the shape of the chemise, 
I sound off in print, 
And there’s never a dearth of subject matter—not as long 
as women congregate over coffee. 


The column was never intended to become a diary 
but it’s hard for women to talk impersonally. Readers 
answer just as personally, telling of their families, their 
gardens. Often they're delightful, clever, witty letters, 
indicating that women enjoy making light of their prob- 
lems.

Of course, the writer of trivia is bound to 
feel unimportant and unnecessary at times.

“Methinks I hear the questions asked by my 
graver readers, ‘To what purpose is all this—how 
is the world to be made wiser by this talk?’ Alas! 
Is there not wisdom eough extant for the in- 
struction of the world? And if not, are there not 
thousands of abler pens laboring for its improve- 
ment? It is so much pleasanter to please than to 
instruct—to play the companion rather than the 
preceptor. 


> “WHAT, AFTER ALL, is the mite of wisdom that I 
could throw into the mass of knowledge; or how am I sure 
that my sagest deductions may be safe guides for the 
opinions of others? But in writing to amuse, if I fail, 
the only evil is in my own disappointment. If, however, 
I can by any lucky chance, in these days of evil, rub out 
one wrinkle from the brow of care, or beguile the heavy 
heart of one moment of sorrow; if I can now and then 
penetrate through the gathering film of misanthropy, 
prompt a benevolent view of human nature, and make my 
reader more in good humor with his fellow beings and 
himself, surely, surely, I shall not then have written 
entirely in vain.”

Trying to Live on $33 a Week 


It's a Struggle, Family Collecting Unemployment Compensation Discovers

WHAT WOULD HAPPEN to 
your way of life if suddenly 
your income were reduced by 
about two thirds? 


To find out what it’s like, 
we spent an afternoon last 
week in the home of a family 
which js now in its sixth week 
of trying to live on $33-a-week 
unemployment compensation. 
This amount isn’t much more 
than they used to spend just 
for groceries. 


The head of the family is 
one of 27,500 unemployed work- 
ers in the greater St. Louis 
area who qualify for unemploy- 
ment compensation. To the un- 
employed fortunate enough to 
be covered by the law, the 
weekly checks do offer a meas- 
ure of security, for a period of 
26 weeks. At least they 
can eat, which is more than 
some of the 71,500 unemployed 
in this area can say. 


Bill and Mary are both 29 
years old and they have one 
child, a 5-year-old boy. For a 
number of reasons they prefer 
not to have their identities re- 
vealed, one reason being they 
don’t want anyone to pity them 
and another being that they 
are determined to work out 
their troubles by themselves if 
they possibly can. 


Bill is a _ short, strongly- 
built man who isn’t afraid of 
work, and who had never been 
out of a job since he got out 
of the Marines nine years ago. 
He served four years in the 
Marine Corps, two with occu- 
pational troops in Japan. 


When he got out he worked 
for a bedspring factory and a 
can opener factory. Then he 
got a job with a truck line as 
a dock worker. It was a good 
company, a steady job, and 
better pay than he had been 
getting. After some five years 
with them he was making 
about $90 a week. 


BILL IS A NATIVE of St. 
Louis; Mary came here from a 
small town in Missouri. She 
was working in a drug store 
when they met. They have been 
married for eight years. 

Bill wasn’t making much 
money when they were mar- 
ried and she worked for a year 
or so. But he is the kind who 
doesn’t believe a wife should 
work, so she quit. They lived 
for a time in an apartment, 
but the rent was more than 
their budget could stand at the 
time and they found an inex- 
pensive cottage out in the 
county. 

It had its disadvantages, one 
being that it had no bathtub, 
and another it had nod hot 
water. They bought a big tin 
tub, heated their water and 
made the best of it. “The 
only thing that bothered me,” 
Mary now recalls with some 
amusement, “is that I hated 
for the neighbors to see me 
emptying the bathtub.” 

But when Bill got a raise 
at the trucking company a year 
or so ago, they decided to look 
for a better place to live. They 
found a flat in the West End. 
The neighborhood is old and 
as much commercial as resi- 
dential. But the five-room flat 
is in excellent condition, com- 
fortable and nicely decorated. 
The rent is $65 a month, which 
was a little more than they 
wanted to pay, but as Mary 
says, “You like to have a place 
where you're not ashamed to 
entertain your friends.” 

They went in debt for a sofa 
and matching lounge chair. 
Then Bill traded his 1945 car 
for a 1952 model which looked 
like a real buy. “My friends 
even congratulated me on it,” 
Bill recalls, “and then I dis- 
covered why I got such a bar- 
gain. The brakes were com- 
pletely shot. They had to be 
rebuilt from scratch, and I was 
stuck with a bill for $60. I paid 
the guy half and arranged to 
pay the rest in installments.” 
Also, he had borrowed $500 to 
make the trade. 


SINCE BILL AND MARY 
have always lived modestly, 
they might have saved some 
money, had it not been for 
medical expenses. Before young 
Bill was a year old they dis- 
covered he had a serious al- 
lergy to certain foods. For the 
first three years of his life they 
were going from doctor to doc- 
tor and buying expensive drugs. 
Finally a wise pediatrician iso- 
lated the offending foods, then 
told them they were wasting 
money and that the boy would 
outgrow the allergy. 

Business at the _ trucking 
company started slacking off 
about four months ago, Bill re- 
calls, but everyone thought it 
was a seasonal slump, and 
didn’t worry much.

A-l1. But I don’t know what 
it’s going to be after this. 

“We got along,” he contin- 
ued, “but we never blew any 
money.”

They 
spent their evenings at home 
and now and then they would 
have a few friends in. 

“We liked to eat,” said Bill. 
“When it comes to eating, I'm 
a chow hound.”

He 
was told that under the cir- 
cumstances he would have to 
pay his bill before he could 
charge more coal.

pride up and. for two weeks 
they were without coal. Some 
heat drifted up from the land- 
lord’s flat below, and they kept 
the kitchen warm with the gas 
oven, 

By this time both of them 
had decided it was all right for 
a wife to work, in an emergen- 
cy. Mary went downtown look- 
ing for a job. She didn't find 
one, but a friend with whom 
she used to work pressed a 
loan of $10 on her. They used 
it to buy groceries. 


DURING THE PERIOD they 
were without coal and with vir- 
tually no money for groceries, 
they went down to Mary's 
hometown and spent several 
days with her folks. Mary's 
family could offer food and a 
place to live, but they're not in 
position to help them finan- 
cially. 

As Bill points out, that would 
be the last resort. In. the 
meantime, the overhead at 
home, the rent, utilities and so 
forth are still piling up, and if 
you want to find a job, you've 
got to be available. 


It was more than two weeks 
before Bill got his first unem- 
ployment check, and with the 
deductions for the part of the 
week he had worked, it came 
to only $19. 


With $19 in his pocket he 
was now faced with payments 
on the furniture, payment on 
his car loan, an unpaid tele- 
phone bill of $15 ‘an extra $7 
had been added for installing 
it when they moved, and it 
showed up on last month's bill), 
his life insurance premiums, 
the.gas and lights, coal and 
groceries. 

The furniture store, which 
has a policy of giving custo- 
mers out of work a moratorium 
on payments, told them not to 
worry. With part of the $19, 
they bought a ton of coal. 

Just how they managed to 
eat during the week that fol- 
lowed they aren't quite sure. 
They started eating a lot of 


their meals with Bill’s folks. 
“But my father just barely 
makes a living,” Bill explained, 
“and he can't take care of us.” 
His father did give him $5, 
which was all the extra money 
he had. Then Mary's folks 
brought in eggs, butter and po- 
tatoes from the country. 


“For years,”’ Mary smiled, “I 
had an aversion to eggs, but I 
got over it real quick. I ate 
eggs and liked them.” 


During that week they man- 
aged to eat, “but we just let 
the bills slide,” said Bill. “There 
was nothing else we could do.” 

When he got his second 
check, for $33, he had been out 
of work almost five weeks. 
Mary had to have shoes, and so 
did the boy. They had always 
bought their groceries from 
supermarkets, so there was no 
friendly neighborhood grocer 
who knew them and whom 
they could ask to carry them 
until things got better. 

“We thought about trying to 
budget,”. Mary said, “but you 
have to have something to 
budget with.

A READER who was a teen- 
ager in 1914 has written a long 
letter to me in defense of to- 
day's adolescents, who, he 
claims, are far better than the 
boys he played with. 

“I cannot help feeling that 
we need more than statistics to 
evaluate the present situation,” 
he writes. “The moral climate 
of society has improved in 
many ways, and with it the at- 
titude of the teen-ager.” 


His view differs so radically 
from the pessimists that I am 
going to present his argument 
in abridged form. Perhaps 
other middle-aged people will 
want to join the discussion. 

There was a shocking amount 
of cruelty in the “good old 
days.” Both poverty and de- 
formity aroused scorn. A girl 
whose family could afford to 
buy her a pair of silk stockings 
for the high school. dance 
would taunt the girl who was 
wearing cotton stockings. A 
boy with a club foot would be 
unmercifully ridiculed by his 
classmates, 


The same cruelty was ap- 
plied to animals. Though the 
family cat or dog might be 
held in affection, woe betide 
the stray that ventured upon 
the scene! It could expect no 
mercy. 


THE USE OF FIREARMS 
was practically universal, and 
boys shot at everything that 
moved, wantonly, unthinkingly, 
The killing of creatures was al- 
most an automatic reflex. 

The adventure books which 
constituted a boy's reading had 
a callous code. One could kill 
a man as casually as an insect 
or a rodent if he belonged to a 
different race. Indians, Mexi- 


cans, Chinese and Negroes 
might be shot without come 
punction. Anybody of a differ- 


ent color was obviously a “vare 
mint.” 


The boy of today has a 

greater ‘sensitivity, compas- 
sion for the unfortunate, ten- 
derness for animals, and re- 
spect for men of other races 
and creeds. The Westerns 
he sees on television are less 
harmful than the old adven- 
ture stories. They can be 
criticized only for a lack of 
realism, since they display 
a degree of sportsmanship 
and chivalry seldom found in 
real life, either past or pres- 
ent. When the foes are In- 
dians, they are depicted as 
worthy adversaries. 


IN THE GOOD OLD DAYS, 
there was corporal punishment 
in the home, in the school, and 
by the police. A father was 
not afraid of his sons, a princi- 
pal who couldn't take care of 
the big boys was fired as in- 
competent, and a good sheriff 
was the terror of all young 
hooligans. He didn’t bother to 
make an arrest, he handled the 
delinquent on the spot 

It is therefore impossible toe 
compare the delinquency of to- 
day with that of 1914. Stern 
discipline prevented many acts 
of aggression. Those that did 
occur did not become statistics. 


IS MY CORRESPONDENT 
right? Are our teen-agers more 
aware and gentle, less brutal 
than we were? 

If it is true that teen-agers 
are more sensitive because so- 
ciety has become more sensl- 
tive, then we face a paradox. 
Adults of this day, sensitive 
to the pain of others, have 
been unwilling to inflict pun- 
ishment upon children. The 
children therefore grow up 
lawless but compassionate, have 
ing never themselves been sub- 
jected to pain, or hardened. 

“It gives one furiously to 
think.”

They were admitted, and as 
one final favor asked that the 
be changed, They did not 
want the public to see Jesus 
roclaimed king of the Jews. 
e wasn’t, and He did not pre- 
tend to be. Still, they did not 
dare say this, 


So they said, as politely as 
they could, “Do not let your 
inscription be, King of the 
Jews (The sign in Aramaic: 
‘Jeshu han nostri malka dihu- 
daey.’ In Latin: ‘Hie ést Juses 
rex Judaeorum.’), but: ‘He 
said, I am the king of the 
Jews.’” At this,-the Procurator 
smiled grimly and said: “My 
inscription stands.” 


The sign wag made as Pilate 
wanted it made. A laborer at 
the fortress uséd thin pine 
boards, about two feet long by 
one foot high, and these were 
coated with a whitish sub- 
stance, like lead or gypsum. 
On it he lettered the words in 


black. At the execution 
grounds, the sign would be 
placed at the top of the 


cross for all to see. 


Abenadar was an efficient 
soldier. He had drawn this du- 
ty before and knew the items 
he had to requisition—from 
soldiers to saddles to signs. He 
ordered a detail sent to fetch 
the two thieves from the dun- 
geon, and these were placed in 
single file behind Jesus. A 
platoon of legionaries formed 
a box around the prisoners. 
The soldiers were armed with 
enears. Three guards arrayed 
themselves in front of each of 
the three condemned men. 
These carried the signs pro- 
claiming the indentity and 
crime of each. 


The centurion ordered the 
“trees” from the supplv room, 
and three soldiers left ranks 
to get them. Abenadar hur- 
ried back and forth across the 
courtyard on his several er- 
rands. He talked briefly with 
the executioner, a soldier who 
had been trained for this in 
Rome and who understood the 
exact ritual. He drew rations 
for the soldiers who would 
have to stand guard under the 
crosses. 


When everything was 
ready, the “trees” were 
placed on the right shoul- 
der of each of the three crim- 
inals. This was the cross- 
piece only; the upright part 
of the cross was always left 
standing at the place of ex- 
ecution and was used many 
times. 


The crosspiece was cypress, 
about three inches by five 
inches and about six feet long. 
It weighed perhaps 30 pounds, 
and was fashioned roughly 
with an adze by the execu- 
tioner. 


In the bottom of the cross- 
piece, at the center, Was an 
oblong mortise so that the 
crossplece would fit over the 
upright plece. The sign would 
be nailed here and the spikes

would lock both pleces of the 
cross together. 

Each man shouldered his 
tree, and this too was done as 
ritually prescribed. The pris- 
oners’ wrists were bound to- 
gether with rope which per- 
mitted a distance of about six 
inches between hands. As the 
crossbeam was placed on the 
right shoulder, the two hands 
curled over the opposite sides 
of the beam, which jutted 
about 30 inches in front of the 
condemned, and about 42 
inches behind him, diagonally 
to the left. 

If, in his agony of anticipa- 
tion, the hands slipped off the 
beam, the short rope between 
wrists kept it from sliding to 
the street in front of the sol- 
dier marching behind, (There 
were other customs, including 
tying the beam across the back 
of the shoulders; but all the 
evidence indicates that the 
Romans in Palestine used the 
system of crucifixion as here 
described). 

When the column was fully 
formed, the centurion walked 
the length of it and found it 
satisfactory. He called a for- 
ward march, and the little pa- 
rade started through the arch- 
way. The few high priests 
moved aside and watched Jesus 
stagger as He started out under 
His burden. 

The road from the arch to 
Golgotha (its name at the time 
of the crucifixion was Golgotha 
—skull-like.” “Calvary” was 
taken into our language from 
the Greek translation) was al- 
most exactly 1000 paces—about 
3000 feet. The first part of the 
march was by a narrow road, 
hardly more than 12 feet wide, 
up a slight incline, then sharp- 
ly down into the valley below. 

Along the sides of the road, 
pilgrims pressed against the 
walls and argued loudly for 
guilt or innocense as the pa- 
rade moved by. The legionaries 
moved the crowds back, when 
necessary with their spears, 


and the soldier who led the 
procession om a horse shouted 
continuously for the people to 
make way for the soldiers of 
Rome. 

At the bottom of the hill, 
Abenadar turned his column to 
the left. Jesus made the turn, 
following those in front, but 
He was so faint He could not 
take the next step forward. 


The Messiah felt that He was 
falling, but He could not free 
His bound hands from the 
beam and, in a moment, He had 
pitched downward. He landed 
on His right knee and both 
elbows, and the  crosspiece 
hung standing for a split sec- 
ond, and then fell away from 
Him. 


The centurion wanted ev- 
erything to be orderly. But 
after a quick glance at the 
muddy face, and the fresh 
rivulets of blood starting 
from the thorns on the right 
side of Jesus’s head, he knew 
that it was useless, in front 
of a crowd, to order this Man 
to stand up and again shoul- 
der the beam. 


The Roman did the next best 
thing. He studied the people 
in the crowd to find a man 
strong enough to shoulder the 
tree for the rest of the jour- 
ney. He saw a farmer with 
brown bulging biceps, a man 
with a big dome of a head and 
a black beard. Abenadar beck- 
oned to him and ordered him 
to pick up the crossbeam and 
carry it,

city. His name was Simon of 
Cyrene.

KEY WEST, Fla., March 29, 


IT 18S A REAL TRAGEDY 
that such places as Everglades 
National Park mark the final 
stronghold for many wildlife 
species—and even with such 
sanctuaries the margin of sur- 
vival is narrow in the extreme. 
Nor is there any state where 
this condition is worse than in 
Florida. 


Here a whole state is being 
bulldozed clean of natural cov- 
er by land speculators who ap- 
parently expect our entire pop- 
ulation to move here within a 
year or two, Wherever possible, 
marshland is drained for truck 
farming; and in this mtick land 
which is built entirely of vege- 
table matter that formerly 
rotted down in countless mil- 
lions of tons each year, the oxi- 
dation of organic matter pro- 
ceeds at a frightening rate. 


Studies by the United States 
Department of Agriculture 
show that in the drained por- 
tion of the Everglades this 
“burning” of the muck soil 
amounts to several inches a 
year and that, with nothing be- 
ing put back, much of this area 
will be below water level and 
back in salt marsh within a few 
years. Added to this is thé fact 
that nutrients leach out of 
these sandy muck soils rapidly, 
so that crops raised on them 
contain little food value unless 
huge quantities of artificial 
fertilizers are added each year. 


The thing that makes 
Everglades Park unique for 
most of us is its tropical 
flora and fauna. The former 
includes wild rubber and 
mahogany, orchids, air 
plants, ferns, lilies and many 
magnificent wildflowers. The 
panther, bear and bobcat are 
found here, as well as small- 
er mammals. Alligators are 
common and there are also 
crocodiles and the strance 
manatee or sea cow. In the 
deeper waters at the edges 
of the Glades are found tar- 
pon, dolphin and other giants 
of the sea, while such species 
as shappers, sea trout, snook 
and bonefish abound. For 
many of us, however, the 
crowning glory of this great 
wildlife sanctuary is_ its 
birds; for here are all of the 
big wading birds, countless 
ducks of many species, shore- 
birds and songbirds, Some 
are permanent residents and 
others visit the area on mi- 
gration. 


THESE THOUGHTS are 
fresh in our minds because of 
a day off from our current 
Audubon lecture trip which we 
spent in the Everglades. How- 
ever, one day isn’t enough time 
to spend in a National Park 
which embraces a million and 
a half acres and one of these 
days we are coming down into 
this tropical wonderland on a 
real vacation. 


There are, of course, “ham- 
mocks” where the _ tropical 
palms and cypress trees grow 
and also pine islands that rise 
a few feet above the level of 
the Gulf. In the water grow 
forests of mangrove trees, the 
land-builders of the southern 
tip of our continent. There are 
no roads into the glade coun- 
try except for the highways 
maintained by the Park Serv- 
ice; but there is a bewildering 
network of winding waterways, 
which can be traversed by boat 
by an experienced guide. 


Although we were not 
trying te build a big bird 
list on our short day, we did 
end up with a respectable 
number of species identified. 
Our birds of prey included 
the Florida red-shouldered 
hawk as well as the red- 
tail, sparrow hawk, swallow- 
tailed kite, osprey turkey 
and black vultures and marsh 
hawk. Both white ibis and 
the big wood stork are com- 
mon here—and our wading 
birds included also the snowy 
and American egrets, Wards 
gsteat blue, Louisiana, little 
blue and green herons. The 
presence of American and 
least bitterns was made 
known by their voices—but 
we did miss the reddish egret 
and the great white heron 
which Ginnie and I saw 
later, down on the Keys. 
There are anhingas posing 
for the camera enthusiast on 
every bush in the Everglades, 
as well as cormorants. Out 
on the Anhingo Trail where 
a walk-way traverses the 
marsh, we saw both Flor- 
ida and purple gallinules and 
the shy little sora rail. 


OUR DAY was over too 
quickly and Ginnie and I 
headed toward Key West. But 
since it was late, we stopped 
for the night at Tavernier on 
Key Largo. Here for many 
years we have stayed at Key 
Haven, owned by Herb and 
Helen Alley who originally 
came from Missouri, and from 
whence the Audubon boat trips 
take off into Florida bay. Herb 
and Helen were away on a 
trip to Shark river—but we 
had an hour in the late after- 
noon sunshine on the shore in 
front of our cottage. 

Here, as always, we mildly

SHIRLEY TEMPLE passed through New York City the 
other week, intent on making a fast buck on her manifold 
business enterprises, and paused just long enough to con- 
fess she never really got the greasepaint out of her ears.

oe at hooks called the Jackie 

ae =  § Coogan law which is de- 
signed to protect quiver- 
ing young things like 
Shirley Temple from ex- 
ploitation by her elders, 
but it occurred to me 
after talking to this dark- 
haired young mother of 
three, that she hardly 
needs it. 

Her TV show, “Shirley 
Temple's Storybook” in- 
spired her to reactivate 
three dead businesses — 
the Shirley Temple 
dresses, Shirley Temple 
coloring books, and Shir- 
ley Temple dolls. Then 
there’s a fourth company 

- on the drawing board 
SHIRLEY TEMPLE... LITTLE which will bring out 

GIRL, GROWN-UP MOTHER. Shirley Temple activity 
sets for child knitters and so forth. And Random House is 
about to bring out the Shirley Temple Storybook which will 
simply be the stories like “Beauty and the Beast” and 
“Legend of Sleepy Hollow” that she has done on TV. All 
these things she has done pretty much by herself, unpro- 
tected by Jackie Coogan or any other legislation. 

All of which supports my theory that acting is the 
least remunerative and almost the least important part of 
being an actor any more. Scratch an actor and you will find 
a tycoon. Scratch an actress and you discover another 
Hetty Green. Miss Temple, for instance, was approached by 
Henry Jaffe to do the “Storybook” series and she wrote 
and signed a letter of agreement BEFORE consulting her 
lawyer. However, most of the gist of what grew into a 30- 
page contract was contained in that letter, including the 
proviso that she not be bothered more than three days a 
month. 4 
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However, Miss Temple, a bright-eyed bundle 
of energy, gave me the distinct impression that the 
three-day limitation irked her not because it was 
too much work but too little. She frankly admitted 
she’s having a barrel of fun on television and 
would like to do more rather than less acting. 
Mostly, Miss Temple is just hostess and narrator 
but she has acted in one of her Storybooks— 
“Legend of Sleepy Hollow”’—and loved it. 


“I FELT SO GOOD doing it I didn’t care what the 
critics said,” she declared. “I guess it’s because it’s the 
first live acting I had ever done. I was never on the stage.” 
The critics were not overly kind but Miss Temple seemed 
unperturbed and said she’d like to do lots more. Among 
other parts, she would have like to have played Minnehaha 
in “Hiawatha” but since another NBC show is doing Hia- 
watha that idea had be dropped. Also, she'd like “Story- 
book” to do E. B. White’s “Charlotte’s Web,” a story about 
a spider with herself in the title role. And maybe some 
day she will. 


As a public personality, Shirley Temple fs def- 
initely schizophrenic, though it doesn’t bother her 
much. The Shirley Temple dresses and dolls and 
coloring book all pertain to the little girl who was 
a world famous movie star; the TV personality is a 
grownup mother of three children who seems to be 
able to absorb both the young Shirley and the old 
one without getting indigestion. 


THIS YEAR TV has been peopled by neurotic cowboys 
and extravagant fairies. Miss Temple admitted there was a 
saturation point for fairy tales and maybe we had reached 
it. But “Storybook,” she pointed out, had already ventured 
quite a ways away from fairy tales with “Legend of Sleepy 
Hollow” and would probably get even further away. She'd 
like to do other children’s stories that didn’t have any 
fairies or magic or anything but people in them. 

A good many viewers may share this wish. The first 
great hit in the fairy tale department was “Peter Pan” 
which was not simply a good story but a great production 
on all counts. Then came the deluge.

Editor’s Note—Years ago a wily trapper and the bleak 
north woods came to terms. Since then he’s been living a 
lifé that may seem a mite hard and unrewarding to many, but 
it suits him just fine.

tales and reminiscences.

CHURCHILL, Manitoba, March 29 (AP). 
JOE CHAMBERS lives out in the middle of nowhere, on 
flat, frozen, semi-barren land where the scrawny fir trees stand 
like one-armed scarecrows, with branches only one the lee- 


ward side. 


Twenty feet from Joe’s shack, near the Eskimo dogs sleep- 
ing in the snow, there is a tiny chartreuse outhouse labeled 


“Women.” 
est woman is 10 miles away. 

“I don’t chase girls much 
any more,” he concedes. “Too 
much competition from the 
Army boys around.” 


At 77, he is the oldest white 
trapper in this part of the 
north country and a compel- 
ling figure. His eyes are a 
startling sapphire blue, set in 
a weathered face of laugh 
lines, beard stubble, sparse 
gray brows,  tobacco-tinted 
mustache and infrequent yel- 
low teeth. 


At 77, Joe finds he doesn’t 
drink much any more. 


“Slowin’ up, I guess. I re- 
member five years ago, the 
time of the big mink run, I 
had a half bottle of African 
wine. | filled it with Irish 
whisky. That mornin’ I de- 
cided I'd have a drink for ev- 
ery mink I caught that day. 
Well, sir, by mid-afternoon 
that whole bottle was _ shot. 
That’s how good the mink 
were.” 


A widower for 30 years, 
Joe lives with his son, Jim, 
36, who doesn’t talk much, 
Both men clearly miss a 
woman’s touch. Joe owns 
one five-year-old suit, worn 
now only for a wedding or a 
dance up in Churchill, the 
nearest town, 10 miles north. 


Generally, under his parka, 
Joe wears a heavy gray shirt, 
suspenders marked “police,” 
baggy, burlesque comedian- 
type trousers, heavily patched, 
and moose-lined moccasins. He 
lives in a three-room cabin 
whose decor might be de- 
scribed as early Canadian ca- 
tastrophe, 

His tiny bedroom is piled 
high with black-gray blankets, 
magazines, odd tatters of ward- 
robe, tools, bits of trapping 
equipment, empty tobacco cans 
and draped from the ceiling, 
flypaper with last summer's 
flies. 

The main room, heated by a 
wood stove, is a shattering dis- 
play of function and whim: 
stacks of wood, scattered dish- 
es, cans of food, calendars old 
and current, a picture of Win- 
ston Churchill, a galvanized 
drum full of ice chunks melt- 
ing into drinking water, a bay- 
onet borrowed from the Cana- 
dian army in World War I, a 
tiny trap door leading to the 
vegetable cellar, two white fox 
pelts waiting to go to the Hud- 
son Bay Co. store, unpaid bills, 
a stopped alarm clock and, on 
a corner shelf, near a container 
of eggs, a dead mink thawing 
out. 

“IT guess,” Joe Chambers 
guesses, “I'm not much of a 
housekeeper.” About once 
every three weeks Joe winds 
his alarm clock to remind him 
to catch a train into town. 


The railroad track is just 25 
yards from his cabin and the 
train comes through three times 
a week from the south. He 
simply flags it down and rides 
into Churchill to replenish his 
supplies, drink some beer, gas 
with the other oldtimers about 
the days when the fur trapping 
was good, the price was right 
and a man could shoot enough 
caribou and moose right from 
his own door to last him a year. 

“Now the fur trade has gone 
to hell and the deer are scarce,” 
he says. “That year of the big 
mink run, five years ago, I 
trapped 133 mink in the one 
season and sold them for $42 
each. This year I got me just 
a few mink and two white fox 
and the price is in half. 

“Silver fox? Gone to hell. 
Listen, I remember when a 
good silver fox skin would sell 
for enough to buy more than 
100 cases of sealed whisky. To- 
day the same skin brings only 
enough for three bottles. The 
same silver fox that brought 
$600 or $700 in 1912 bring $15 
today. That's the trouble with 
the world. Silver fox’s gone 
down, whisky’s up.” 


Joe has trapped for 60 
years, 40 in this area. With 
the first freeze-up in Novem- 
ber, he makes his first swing 
around his circular trap line, 
about 60 miles long. He pre- 
fers to travel by dog team 
while son Jim leans to a new 
gadget, a motor-powered sled 
on tractor treads. 


Joe prefers the dogs because 
“they don’t freeze on you, be- 
cause you can travel on thinner 
ice with them than with the 
machine, because you can talk 
to a}

The summers are 
devoted to loafing, stocking up 
on wood, fishing for bait and 
dog food, repairing traps, snow 
shoes, dog harnesses. 

He has trapped in 40 to 50 
below zero, he has suffered 
broken bones in accidents, he 
has gone hungry in immobiliz- 
ing blizzards, but the worst 
time he had was six years ago 
about a quarter-mile from an 
out-camp. 


Joe had just stopped to chop 
some wood. Starting up, the 
dogs plunged ahead too soon, 
seeing the camp. A sled line 
caught Joe's leg, spread-eagled 
him on the snow and dragged 
him 100 feet before the dogs 
stopped.

Space Station Modeled Like a Doughnut

(This is the first of a series 
of articles on “space cities.”) 


BEFORE the turn of the 
century space dreamers de- 
cided the only way man could 
travel to the moon or the plan- 
ets was to first establish a 
space station as a base of 
operations. 

They knew the escape ve- 
locity of the earth was seven 
miles a second. A tremendous 
amount of fuel was necessary 
merely to fight the gravita- 
tional pull of the earth. What 
was the solution? 

These pioneers then hit on 
the idea of a satellite which 
would neutralize the force of 
gravity at a particular altitude. 


above the atmosphere. At this 
altitude, scientists possess a 
perfect vacuum for the asking. 

On the side of the station 
away from the sun the scientist 
has a temperature of 100 de- 
grees below zero and he can 
readily create temperatures up 
to 11,000 degrees—the surface 
temperature of the sun. He can 
perform experiments — physi- 
eal, chemical and biological— 
under conditions of zero grav- 
ity. 

In future weeks, we wil! out- 
line the details of three space 
stations of varying degrees of 
complexity which represent 
current thinking. In the fol- 
lowing, the details of the Dr. 
Wernher von Braun station are 
described. 

Dr. von Braun's space-station 
model is the doughnut. The 
advantage of this type of sta- 
tion is that it can spin around 
its hub or central axis to create 
a force of gravity. 

The spinning will set up «a 
centrifugal force. As a result, 
the direction toward the hub 


will be “up” while the out- 
side of the doughnut will be 
“down.” If we consider the sta- 
tion a bicycle tire, the scientist 
will be walking on the tread of 
the tire. 

How fast should the station 
be spun? 

To build up the centrifugal 
force to just balance the gravi- 
tational field of the earth 
means the Von Braun doughnut 
must circle once in 12.3 sec- 
onds. However, this is unneces- 
sary. The doughnut need be 
spun only once in 22 seconds. 
This would result in a syn- 
thetic gravity about one-third 
that of the earth. 

The doughnut will be im- 
pressive in size. It may be 250 
feet in diameter and 30 feet 
thick through the cylinder. 


The size of the cylinder 
will permit it to be divided 
inte floors to house the vari- 
ous sections of the space sta- 
tion colony. It also will be 
compartmented to insure dis- 
aster does not overtake the

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entire group if a large me- 
tor strikes the station. 


Tunnels will connect the ring 
with the hub of the station to 
permit the hub to be used as an 
entry port. For this, the hub 
may have to be spun in an op- 
posite direction to make it 
stand still relative to an ap- 
proaching ferry ship from the 
earth. 

The distance of the space 
station from the earth has been 
carefully chosen. 

At an altitude of 1075 miles 
the station moves in a two-hour 
orbit. Thus it will circle the 
earth 12 times daily. 

As in the case of the sput- 
niks and Explorers, the orbit 
will be chosen to give maxi- 
mum advantage to the scien- 
tists. The station can be 
launched in any orbit varying 
from one directly over the 
equator at one extreme, to one 
circling the earth in a polar 
orbit at the other extreme. 

Dr. von Braun has chosen 
the polar orbit for its obvious 
value in reconnaissance. 

The doughnut, while of ex- 
cellent design, is not the 
optimum shape of a space 
station. There are 
which are superior. In one 
of these the advantages of a 
spin are combined with the 
advantages of geometry. The 
result is a novel city in space. 
Next we will discuss the ideal 
geometrical form which could 
be used to create such a city.

‘Good and Bad Sides 


THE TV CRITICS’ appraisal of the movie industry's big 
ghow on TV, the Academy Award presentations Wednesday 
hight, ranged from the ecstatic “tastefully disciplined, beauti- 
fully handled” of INS’s Jack O'Brian to the bitter “a spectacu- 
lar flop—strictly from the stone age of entertainment” of the 
UP’s William Ewald. 

_ Me, just an amateur critic when it comes to TV, I thought 
the truth ranged halfway in between these extremes. 


To get the beefs about the voters’ decisions out of the way, 
I don't have any—well, hardly any. The only real surprise in 
the awards was the selection of Miyoshi Umeki for best sup- 
porting actress award for her role in “Sayonara.” I read some- 
where that even her director, Joshua Logan, didn’t think she 
was much of an actress. I think the selection of the tiny Jap- 
anese was probably merely a gesture of international good will. 

maybe the academy members felt sorry for her because she 
was involved in a tragic suicide pact in the picture. On the 
basis of merit I think either Elsa Lanchester should have gotten 
the gold door-stopper for her work in “Witness for the Prose- 
eution,” or Carolyn Jones for “The Bachelor Party.” 


“The River Kwai,” was a shoo-in for best picture. 
So was Alec Guinness for best actor, although he had 
excellent competition from Marlon Brande and Charles 
Laughton. David Lean’s best director Oscar almost 
went automatically with best picture. Joanne Wood- 
ward’s best actress prize for “The Three Faces of Eve,” 
- was sound judgment, altheugh I had thought senti-

4m “Raintree County.” Red Buttons had seemed to be 
a sure thing for best sapporting actor for his work in

ed to me to be way off was that of best documentary fea- 
ture to “Albert Schweitzer.” I thought “Torero” infinitely 
fiiperior as cinema art, but I suppose sentiment and admira- 
fien for the great humanitarian moved the voters. 


* TO GET BACK TO THE SHOW ITSELF, there were some 
mediocre angles for a production that cost from $600,000 to 
$800,000 and marshaled an immense amount of talent. But it 
@as still highly interesting. Perhaps all of the stars didn’t 
show up brilliantly, but on the other hand, for sheer impres- 
giveness, there were such a hell of a lot of them, as Colonel 
George Custer is said to have remarked about the Sioux. 


On the debit side, the camera work looked as if 
the academy were trying to prove how fine movie pho- 
tography is by contrast. There was a lot of fore- 
shortening resulting from too high camera angles. The 
handsome Tony Martin was made to look like a dwarf 
in one shot. The stars handing out the awards looked 
twice as tall as the people getting them. The awkward- 
ly staged song numbers had no closeups and the singers 
looked lest. (Another dig was gotten in at the tiny 
television screen by showing shots from the five nomi- 
nated movies on a huge Cinemascope screen with the 
speakers looking like specks beside it.) 
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The staging of the five Award nomination songs was static. 
One number, “April Love,” sung by Ann Blyth, Shirley Jones, 
Anna Maria Alberghetti, Tab Hunter, Tommy Sands and Jimmy 
Rodgers, was a jumble. When Debby Reynolds sang “Tammy,” 
this usually ebullient girl seemed spiritiess. I'm sure a director 
would haVe ordered many retakes on a movie set. At the start, 
when Tony Martin sang to Anita Ekberg he wouldn't look at 
her—must have thought Cyd Charisse was glaring at him 
from the wings. Vic Damone sang against the competition of a 
huge leering eye on the backdrop just behind his head. 

There was a lot of nose rubbing and ear pulling (David 
Niven was the champ ear-puller) and the reading of the awards 
was hesitant, even with a teleprompter. Many of the stars 
dyen had to peer at the large lettering of the teleprompter on 
thé desk before them—they would die rather than put on a 
pair of hornrims, of course.

Some of the stars looked self-conscious. Clark Gable, 
whose heart obviously wasn't in his first TV and Academy 
Award appearance, wasn't actually grumpy, but he certainly 
didn’t turn on the old charm. There was still too long a course 
for stars to walk coming out of the wings or from the audience. 
(I suggest next time they pop up beside the dais on an ele- 
vator like jack-in-the-boxes.) 


On the other hand, outside of the mass effect of so much 
concentrated glamour, there were some very entertaining se- 
quences. Bob Hope, an old hand at this sort of thing, was at 
his best. His crack about his Moscow visit (“At the hotel, they 
had TV in every room; only you didn't watch it, it watched 
you.”) was priceless. 


BURT LANCASTER AND KIRK DOUGLAS had an en- 
gaging bit of consolation for the losers: “It's Great Not to Be 
Nominated,” sung with the loose, off-hand, having-fun spirit 
of a couple of zestful amateurs entertaining at the club meet- 
ing. Rock Hudson, the reigning screen romantic, crooning 
“Baby, It’s Cold Outside,” to Mae West, looking more than 
ever like a caricature of herself, was hilarious. Maurice Chev- 
alier, croaking three of his most famous songs with an ageless 
exuberance, injected a wonderful warmth into the proceedings. 


The menace of the sack dress received a terrific 
setback, I'm glad to say. The girls couldn't have worn 
more form-fitting or lower-cut gowns without the ap- 
plication of some yet undiscovered principle of mechan- 
ics. All except Roz Russell, who, to be the ultimate in 
sophistication, came up in some sort of elaborate 
pajamas. 


Joanne Woodward provided the dramatic touch by sobbing 


over her award. Jean Simmons, accepting the award for Alec 
Guinness, was both beauteous and charming. Lana Turner, who 
had been nominated for a mother role, looked like her own 
daughter. Rhonda Flemiing was the most gorgeous creature 
there. 


AND, OH, YES, THERE WERE NO COMMERCIALS. As 
Bob Hope said, the millions of TV spectators wouldn't know 
what to go down to the corner grocery and buy. This was not 
an unmixed blessing. When could you leave during the 90 
minutes to get a drink of water, a beer, a snack from the re- 
frigerator, et cetera, et cetera’ It's impolite to walk out on 
actors, though not on commercials.

‘Back to Methuselah’ Is 
Polite and Earnest Shaw

NEW YORK, March 29. 


ALTHOUGH “Back to Methuselah” is an act of faith, it is 
not particularly exhilarating. Although it contains Bernard 
Shaw's unconquerable spirit, it does not have much of his 


personality. 

When he wrote it in 1921, he 
took 90,000 words to tell the 
story of mankind from the Gar- 
den of Eden to some year s0 
far in the future that neither 
he nor we can really imagine. 
Being rash in 1922, the Theater 
Guild put on the whole of it 
in three successive weeks, 
astonishing Shaw and testing 
the durability of the subscrib- 
ers. 


Now Shaw is dead, the 
Theater Guild is mature and 
Arnold Moss has reduced the 
90,000 words to 30,000, which 
were spoken by a troupe of 
rational actors at the Ambas- 
sador Wednesday evening. 
Despite the magnificence of 
Shaw’s conception of man’s 
will to go on living, despite 
the grandeur of his dramatic 
project, “Back to Methuse- 
lah” seems disappointingly 
prosaic. The thoughts fly up; 
the words remain below. 


The barbarism of World War 
I had depressed this prophet 
of the life force ‘(impudently 
stated in “Man and Superman”), 
and possibly he wrote “Back to 
Methuselah” to buck up his 
own spirits. It shows Adam and 
Eve leaving the glory of life 
in their enchanted garden. It 
declares that man can increase 
the length of his life by imag- 
ining it and willing it; for life 
responds to the spirit that man 
nourishes within himself. 
Shaw’s thesis is that in the 
Twentieth Century man lives 
too briefly to learn how to live. 
Civilization will die unless man 
lives long enough to) learn how 
to control it. 


WE ARE IN NO POSITION 
TODAY to be boorish towards 
a man of faith who can think 
and dream in terms of immor- 
tality—who can foresee the 
time when life will. consist of 
pure thought. As usual, Shaw 
has a few odds and ends of 
scientific fact on which to con- 
struct a religious edifice. 


But the prophet is rarely 
a poet in “Back to Methuse- 
lah.” Immersed in the labor 
of writing 90,000 words he 
has abandoned his familiar 
cap and bells. His spirit may 
be exalted; his spirits are a 
good deal lower than usual. 


It seems to this theater-goer 
that the performance that Mar- 
garet Webster has staged is 
unhappily earthbound. Marvin 
Reiss's settings are not really 
imaginative, nor are Patricia 
Zipprodt’s costumes. 


Although the actors do 
well enough, they are on a 
fairly literal plane. Arthur 
Treacher is the only Shavian 
actor in the lot. As an 
account-general in the year 
2108 and an elderly gentle- 
man in 3000, he gives his 
lines the droll inflections of 
a Shavian. Among the auda- 
cious declarations of the 
characters he finds the im- 
pudence of the author. In 
the last scene, Deirdre Owen 
expresses some of the same 
irrepressible irreverence as 
a girly freshly born from an 
immaculate egg. ‘(At last 
Shaw found a nice way to 
escape sex.)

Near Miami 


Vizcaya, an art museum op- 
erated by the Dade County 
park system, is celebrating its 
fifth anniversary this month. 

Located on a 30-acre estate 
on the shores of Biscayne Bay, | 
five minutes from downtown | 
Miami, the house and gardens 
of the late James Deering have 
attracted nearly a half million 
visitors since they were opened 
to the public in March 1953. 

Deering filled his 20-room 
mansion with rare and antique | 
treasures when he opened Viz- 
caya as his residence amid the 
boom of cannons and soaring | 
sky-rockets Christmas Eve, | 
1916. Among them were iron | 
gates, doorways, fireplaces, and | 
tapestries in the style of six- | 
teenth century Italian palazzos. 

Surrounding the mansion is 
a 10-acre garden with lavish 
fountains and pools, statues 
and sculptured vases, sunny ter- | 
races and shady vistas, a secret 
garden, and a miniature thea- 
ter. 

A sculptured stone boat, 
amazing in its design and ef- 
fect, protects the main house 
with its broad yacht harbor. 

Deering, long an executive 
of the International Harvester 
Co., never revealed how much 
he spent in building and fur- 
nishing Vizcaya. Since the 
county acquired the land, house 
and non-moveable art objects 
five years ago, Deering’s heirs 
have donated movable art 
treasures worth well over a 
million dollars. 

In all, the estate is valued: at 
close to $3,000,000. 

A plush Italian palace in a 
lush tropical setting, Vizcaya 
is a fine year-round attraction 
that adds a cultural side to 
this resort playground.

Four Springfield, Illinois, Boys Design, 
Construct and Launch Small Missile

Tom Brydges tamps powdered fuel into the rocket, which 
the boys call Alpha Z. Robert Shewmaker (right) spoons out 
additional amounts of the propellant. Philip Felber (left) 
records the amount of fuel loaded, as Steve Dilts weighs a 
part of the rocket. Fully loaded the rocket weighs slightly 
more than seven pounds. Half the weight is propellant. 


Nozzle and German silver heating element, 
on cork base, are ready for insertion into rear 
of rocket. Cork is seated on the inward side 
of the nozzle, which is then bolted inside the 
rocket base. After heating element ignites 
fuel, cork is pushed out through nozzle when 
pressure builds up to 150 pounds per square 
inch. The propellant develops maximum 
pressure of 930 pounds per square inch, well 
under the 4000-pound structural capacity of 
the rocket's fuel chamber.

OUR high school seniors at Springfield, 
Illinois, have entered a field of ad- 
vanced scientific endeavor usually 

thought to be in the exclusive province of 
the military. The boys—two 17 years of 
age and two 18—designed and constructed 
their own rocket, developed a fuel to 

wer it and now have several successful 
aunchings to their credit. 

As the charter and only members of 
the Springfield Rocket Research Society, 
organized last December, the four boys 
began with $45 and a desire to learn the 
art of rocketry. They secured as an un- 
paid adviser William O. Risley, an engi- 
neer who knows ballistics and theory of 
rockets. Their first efforts were directed to- 
ward building a detonator for setting off 
a rocket from a safe distance. Its basic 
unit is an automobile battery which pro- 
vides current to raise a heating element 
in the rocket to 1800 degrees Fahrenheit, 
well above the 600 to 700 degree tempera- 
ture necessary to ignite the fuel. 

To fabricate the rocket, the students 
took a 37-inch length of one and one- 
fourth-inch steel tubing and welded a 
nose on one end. The other end was fitted 
with a nozzle constricted in the middle.

Its maximum speed 
was 136 miles per hour; thrust was 160 pounds.

Hot gases from the burning fuel pass 
through the nozzle and expand, providing 
a pevere thrust as they emerge force- 
fully from the rear. 

In making the next basic component, 
fuel, the boys consulted the Springfield 
High School chemistry instructor, C. C. 
Hall. Under his guidance they experi- 
mented to find a fuel that would be safe 
and reliable. After extensive testing they 
decided on a mixture of 75 per cent zinc 
dust and 25 per cent sulphur. It is a very 
stable compound, can only be ignited by 
intense heat. 

With the major problems solved, and 
a few minor design features corrected, the 
rocket was loaded with fuel and launched 
successfully on the first attempt—an 
achievement military rocketeers might 
envy. Like their military counterparts, 
however, the students are not interested 
merely in a successful “shoot.” They are 
now designing a larger, more advanced 
rocket, but to realize their more sophisti- 
cated plans they face the same problem 
as the military — appropriations. The 
Springfield Rocket Research Society re- 
ported that it had all of 30 cents in its 
treasury after the last launching.

BOUT 8 O'CLOCK every morning of the 
year, except on Sundays and legal holi- 
days, Carl Crank hitches one of his two 

horses to a cart. Then he starts an 18-mile trip 
through the rugged and remote Jacks Fork coun- 
try in the Ozarks of south-central Missouri. On 
these rounds he renders postal service to 70 
sons in southeastern Texas County. Crank, 
cart and the horses provide the last horse- 
and-buggy mail delivery in Missouri. 

On their route they follow a winding roller 
coaster -like circuit along narrow roads and on 
a gravel bed beside Jacks Fork River. As driver, 
horse and cart thread their way among the hills, 


named for a whisky still of bygone years. Devil's 
Backbone rock is an important landmark. 

Each trip is an adventure for Crank, whose 
face has become as ruddy as an autumn leaf 
from 15 years on the route. Both Dick and Prince, 
the horses which serve on alternate days, are 
veteran mail carriers and need little supervision.

OLOMBIA, SEEKING A PEACEFUL RETURN to demo- 
cratic government after being ravaged for a decade by 
dictatorship and pepe | civil war, is without a 

promising candidate for a presidential election scheduled to 
be held May 4. The political dilemma presented itself to 
the South American nation following Colombia's first popu- 
lar election for Congress in 10 years and its first national 
election in which women were allowed to vote. 

The Congressional election was essentially a show of 
strength between the moderate and right-wing factions of 
the Conservative Party. The moderates, headed by Guil- 
lermo Leon Valencia, who had been the only avowed candi- 
date for president, were overwhelmingly defeated. Chief 
of the winning right - wing group is Laureano Gomez, a one- 
time dictator president of Colombia. He is not a presidential 
candidate this time for reasons of politics, age and health. 

Biggest vote in the election went to candidates of the 
country’s strongest party, the Liberals. By pre-arrange 
ment, Liberals and Conservatives were each guaranteed 
half of the Congressional seats at stake. Last December 
both parties, by agreement and constitutional amendment, 
settled on bi-partisan government for the next 12 years. A 
Conservative would serve as president the first four-year 
term, a Liberal the second. 

Valencia was acceptable to the Liberals until the ma- 
jority of Conservative voters sided against him. There 
exists the: possibility that Gomez might suggest Alberto 
Lleras Camargo, head of the Liberals and a former presi- 
dent, as the candidate for the election. 

Whoever the candidate, he also have to be accept: 
able to Colombia's armed ‘Aad which now rule the coun- 
try through a five-man junta. The present junta has agreed 
to hand epee over to a civilian president on August 7.

Showman’s Tragic Death 


Film Producer Mike Todd Killed in New Mexico Plane Crash 
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IKE TODD LIVED A SPECTACULAR LIFE—and 

died as he lived. Born Avrom Hirsch Goldbogen, 

a son of Polish immigrants, he made and lost 
his first $1,000,000 in real estate before he was 20 
years old. In 1933, he went into show business, pro- 
ducing an extravaganza for Chicago’s Century of 
Progress exposition. 

Later, after running a vaudeville show for several 
years, he invaded Broadway and immediately pro- 
duced two flops. But the third show was a success, 
as were many of the 18 others that followed. His first 
attempt at making a motion picture was a financial 
failure and, coupled with staggering amounts lost in 
gambling, forced him into bankruptcy. But he re

How to banish 
the blues 


by ROSEMARY CLOONEY 


This is a story about Poppa——my grandfather Andrew 
Clooney ——- who was one of the kindest, wisest, most 
lovable of men. Poppa was a 6-footer, white-haired 
and dignified, a self-educated man who became mayor 
of our town, Maysville, Ky. Everyone, even his politi- 
cal foes, admired him. 

And everyone acknowledged his wisdom. I can best 
tell you about this by showing how he taught two teen- 
age girls to banish the blues. Those two girls were my 
sister Betty and I. 

When Betty was 15, and 1 18, we left Maysville for 
the first time to sing with Tony Pastor's band. Most 
of our engagements were one-night stops in small 
towns. After the first thrill had worn off, the routine 
got pretty monotonous. Each small town seemed just 
like the last one. In our spare time we found little to 
do. Long before the tour ended we were about as 
bored and lonely as two girls can get. 

Back home Poppa asked us what we had seen. Be- 


cause we had spent most of our time moping, neither 
of us could give him much of a description. He sensed 
our unhappiness——and the reason for it.“Every place.” 
he said, “no matter how small, has something to offer. 
On your next tour, when you get to a town, go to the 
corner drugstore and look at the picture postcards. 
You'll learn from the cards what the town is proud of. 
Things like the courthouse, the bridge, the park. Talk 
about these points of interest with anyone you meet. 
They'll be pleased and open their hearts to you.” 

Well, that’s exactly what Betty and I did. In a new 
town we'd head for the drugstore, look at the cards, 
then visit the pictured scene, chatting about it with 
anyone around. It worked! We no longer had time to 
mope. We were too busy seeing new places and meet- 
ing new people. We just never had a chance to be 
bored or lonely again. 

Today, when I go to a small town I don’t know, 
I still follow Poppa’s advice. And it still works.

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SCIENTIST continued 


Dr. Seaborg is a Nobel Prize winner—and a golfer 


BERKELEY, CALIF 
OU MAY NEVER have heard of Dr. Glenn 
Seaborg — but in 1951 he shared the 
Nobel Prize for chemistry. He-has written 
160 scientific papers on nuclear chemistry 
and: physics. He is co-discoverer of the im- 
portant fissionable isotopes uranium 233 and 
plutonium 239 (which made the first atomic 
bombs possible), as well as the transuranium 
elements plutonium, americium, curium, 
berkelium, californium, einsteinium, fer- 
mium and mendelevium. 

Dr. Seaborg also is a professor of chemistry 
and associate director of the Radiation Labor- 
atory of the University of California here. 
Yet he remains rather less well know than, 
say, Jayne Mansfield. For one reason, he 
looks different: he is 6*3”, 170 lbs., balding 
around the forehead and gencrally self- 
effacing. For another, he lacks a posse of 
press agents to bombard the public with his 
virtues and accomplishments. 

In the world of science, however, these 
last loom gigantic. At 45, Seaborg is regarded 
as a brilliant and personable scientific pioneer 
of the atomic age. He is so knowledgeable 
about radioactive elements and mixes so well 
with men of every stripe that he frequently 
is pressed into service by the White House. 
For example, he was a Presidential appointee 
to the Atomic Energy Commission’s general 
advisory committee and a technical adviser 
to the U.S. Delegation at the Geneva Confer- 
ence on Peaceful Uses of the Atom. 


The Plutonium Challenge 


He is best known for his discovery in 1940 


of plutonium (element 94) and the other ele- 


ments heavier than uranium. The importance 
of plutonium became apparent during World 
War II when it was found that one of its 
isotopes was fissionable. This meant it could 
be used as a source of atomic power if 1) it 
could be produced in sufficient quantity, 2) 
its chemistry could be determined and 3) a 
way could be found to separate it from uran- 
ium and the fission products. 

In 1942 Seaborg was loaned to the Gov- 
ernment and assigned to the Manhattan Proj- 
ect, where our leading scientists were trying 
to develop an atomic bomb. Seaborg was 
given the job of working out the complete 
chemical process for the separation of plu- 
tonium produced in the chain-reacting piles 
from the mixture of uranium and intensely 
radioactive fission products at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn,, and Hanford, Wash. 

At the time, responsible scientists said it 
was impossible to learn enough about the 
chemistry of plutonium to design a separation 
process in less than five years. Seaborg de- 
signed the process and put it into practice in 
a little more than a year. Three years after 
Seaborg went to work in Chicago, atomic 
bombs were being made from plutonium. The 


atomic bomb dropped on Nagasaki was a plu- - 


tonium bomb.

Since then, nuclear chemistry under Sea 
borg’s leadership has been revolutionized. 
Whole new branches of methodology and in 
strumentation have been pionecred. Radia 
tion detection and measuring instruments 
have been refined. New uses of high-energ\ 
accelerators and nuclear reactors have come 
out of his laboratory. 

Seaborg is hardly the layman's idea of a 
scientist. Neat, rugged, modest, he likes golf 

- and people. “The popular notion that sci 
entists are a strange, impractical breed,” he 
says, “couldn't be more wrong. What we have 
to do is improve our educational system to the 
point where people place more value on sci 
entists. Instead of being denounced as ‘egg 
heads,’ they should be looked up to for their 
intellectual achievements. One of the major 
faults in our society today is that we tend to 
equate money with merit.” 


A Teacher Inspired Him 


Seaborg was born in the mining town o! 
Ishpeming, Mich. but reared in Southern 
California. “I was inspired to major in sci 
ence,” he says, “by a wonderful high-schoo! 
teacher, Dwight Logan Reid. He taught chem 
istry so fascinatingly that I decided to devote 
my life to it. I'm certainly glad I did.” 

Recently Jayne Mansfield was paid $25, 
000 a week to appear in Las Vegas and sing 
a song. Seaborg has never received that much 
salary a year. He could use it — he and his 
wife, the former Helen Griggs, have five chil- 
dren, ranging from 3 to 11. 

Does he resent the existence of people like 
Jayne Mansfield? “Not at all,” Seaborg smiles. 
“Scientists are human. They admire sex ap 
peal, too.” 

At 45, Seaborg is relatively young as scl 
entists go, and his greatest scientific achieve 
ments may well lie ahead. Bear in mind the 


name — Glenn Seaborg. .

‘DOESN’T ANYONE WORK HARDJ £

In Greenwich, Conn., a housewife was simmering. 
She had called a plumber to repair her leaking sink. 
He had agreed to come at once. Four hours had passed 
— no plumber. 

In Chicago, two painters started work in an apart- 
ment building. After an hour, one looked at the other 
and said, “Let's get a beer.” They failed to reappear till 
the next day. 

In Los Angeles, two roofing men got halfway 
through a job and sat down to play cards. “Let's not 
rush things,” they told the fuming householder, who 
was billed later for their card-playing time. 

In a Kentucky coal area, miners walked off the job. 
Some people felt it was more than a coincidence that 
this occurred on the first day of hunting season. 

In a New York factory, workers “slowed down” to 
listen to an argument between one of their group and 
his supervisor. Several hours of production were lost 
because of what appeared to be ideal curiosity. 

All over the U. S., you hear stories like those. And 
you hear people asking: “Doesn't anyone want to put 
in a good, hard, honest day’s work any more?” 

You hear that Americans are getting soft, compla- 
cent. Modern technology and widespread prosperity, 
you hear, have turned us into a nation of gold-brickers. 
“Too many people feel the world owes them a living,” 
says one New Jersey executive. “They aren't willing to 
sweat for an honest dollar.”

Well, is it trye? America was piéneered by the sweat 
of men’s —- and women’s — brows. The frontier was 
tamed through courage, ingenuity —- and hard work. 
Are we forgetting all this, losing our very heritage, in 
a kind of “herd movement” toward security and 
laziness? 

PARADE has just put this question to experts in in- 
dustry, labor, social science. In supplying answers, 
they also put into sharp focus the new importance of 
the American family and home in relation to a man’s 
job. Here are some of their conclusions in a nutshell: 

1) America always has had a “hard core” of loafers 
— men who take a job with no intention of working 
hard at it. The question is: Is the “core” growing? 

2) The increasing emphasis on “security” aspects 
of jobs — health plans and the like — is the result of 
snowballing concern with providing more fully for 
families. 

3) You are likely to hear the “loafer” talk mostly 
from suburban dwellers because skilled labor has not 
kept pace with demands for services in the postwar 
housing boom. 

4) Hard work still is very much in evidence on the 
American scene. The difference between 1858 and 
1958 Cnote drawings above and below ) is that hard 
work now is being channeled into different directions. 

That last point involves something rather new — 
what experts call the “shifting social balance in Amer- 
ica.” A century ago, a man worked — on his job — 
10, 12, 14 hours a day. Men rather than machines 


did most of the work in this country. Today it’s differ- 
ent. Most men don’t have to knock themselves out 
physically on their jobs any more. No longer is the 
heme mostly a place for recuperation from fatigue. 

Today the average industrial worker can produce 
almost four times as much in an hour as he could even 
50 years ago. Result: shorter work weeks, new hori 
zons for unused energies. This is the crux of the shift- 
ing balance. It is shifting subtly from total effort on the 
job to effort on the job and in home life. 


The Home’s New importance 


One authority puts it this way: “The home has now 
become the reason for existence, which justifies work 
ing in the first place. In the familiar phrase of how a 
man will account to his Maker for his life on earth, 
having been a good husband and father heads the list. 
Once it was wrong to play so hard’that it might affect 
one’s work. Now it is wrong to work so hard that it 
may affect family life.” 

Another factor is the way women have been invad- 
ing man’s world of jobs, professions and politics. And 
increasingly men are being drawn into woman's world 
of child-raising, home and community life. One expert 
declares, “Women and family life are becoming more 
and more important in the American man’s definition 
of doing right.” 

In sum, the “shifting social balance” means that 
men are putting a higher premium on working hard in 
the home. This in turn means that they are not as 
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fanatic as in former years about “killing” themselves 
on the job. Happiness at home increasingly is rated as 
highly as getting ahead on the job, experts declare. 

However, this does not mean that hard work on the 
job is passing out of the picture. On the contrary, most 
experts pooh-pooh this idea. Obviously, lots of hard 
work still is performed in this country. Look at the 
production figures during and after World War II. 

The fact remains that of total available energies, 
more and more is being channeled into activities which 
will directly benefit the “wife and kids.” The do-it- 
yourself movement is a good example. Born partly 
out of the shortage of skilled workers and partly be- 
cause many Americans still get a big thrill out of a 
tough job well done, do-it-yourself has swept the 
nation. 

Indeed, there appears to be a growing feeling that 
Americans yearn actively in the machine age for hard 
physical labor. A 35-year-old engineer in Connecticut 
told his wife recently, “When I work hard physically, 
| feel a lot better. | haven't done it in so long that I 
really miss it.” With that he went to the garage and 
built two hi-fi speakers. 

The attitude that hard work is soul-satisfying —— at 
home and on the job — is far from dead in the U. S. 
History reveals complaints about loafers all the way 
back to the early Romans. But a concensus of U. S. 
expert opinion today is that “goofing off” on the job is 
no greater than it was in 1858 — and probably will 
be no greater in 2058. «€

“Working hard often is a sign of neurosis.” 


2 On the average, 13 per cent of all workers 
call themselves “discontented.” It’s safe to 
assume that a minimum of one-fourth of these 
make up a reservoir of deliberate loafers in the 
American working force at any given time. 


3 About one in two employees see little chance 
of getting ahead in their jobs. The implication: 
If you cannot advance, why work hard? 


4 Increasingly Americans seek safe, secure 
jobs. They are somewhat less interested in the 
actual pay they receive than the degree of job 
security. Thus, they may not “slave” at work in 
the hope of getting a raise. In addition, world 
conditions keep some people from really plung- 
ing into work.

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LONDON. 
Recently the Duchess of Windsor sent 
flowers to a man ill with a heart attack 
in Middlesex Hospital here. The man 
was Ernest Simpson, 61, her witty, cos- 
mopolitan second husband who losf her 
to King Edward VIII, former Prince of 
Wales and now the Duke of Windsor. 

Millions of words have been written 
on the love story of the century, of the 
British King who told his subjects in 
1936: “I have found it impossible to 
carry the heavy burden of responsibil- 
ity and to discharge my duties as King, 
as I would wish to do, without the help 
and support of the woman I love.” The 
Duchess wrote a book about it called 
The Heart Has Its Reasons. The Duke 
wrote a book entitled A King’s Story. 

The one party to tht triangle who 
all these years has held both his tongue 
and pen is Ernest Simpson, who isn’t 
even mentioned in A King’s Story. 

Newspaper syndicates have offered 
the New York-born shipping broker 
$250,000 to tell his side of the Abdi- 
cation. A television network recently 
offered him $10,000 for an appear- 
ance. Simpson refused. He isn’t talk- 
ing. He never has. 

Why? Because, in a sentence, Ernest 
Simpson is a loyal British gentleman. 
Says a friend, “Ernest has the same loy- 
alty to the Crown that a convert has to 
his new religion.” 

Ernest Simpson was born in New 
York City in 1897. His father was an 
English ship-broker; his mother was 
American. Ernest attended Harvard. 
He also visited in England, where he 
had a socially prominent married sister. 
At 21, given a choice of citizenships, 
he decided in favor of his father’s 
country. He crossed the Atlantic, joined 
His Majesty's Coldstream Guards as a 
second lieutenant, became in all re- 
spects a Londoner of good breeding. 


Enter Wallis 


It was here that, in 1928, he mar- 
ried American-born Wallis Warfield 
Spencer. (Both had been married and 
divorced previously.) He had no 
trouble introducing her to English so- 
ciety. In 1930 she met the Prince of 
Wales. Before long the Prince was in- 
viting them both to share his week-end 
hospitality at his Fort Belvedere resi- 
dence. - 

Eventually Wallis Warfield Simp- 
son and the Prince of Wales went 
yachting and skiing together while Er- 
nest Simpson went off to New York to 
look after his shipping business. As 
Wallis and her Prince fell in love, it 
became apparent that the only solution 


the KING. « crc ous 


was a Simpson divorce. By this time the 
Prince had been crowned King Edward 
VIII, and the King could not be in the 
position of loving a married woman. In 
1936 she secured a divorce from her 
husband at Ipswich, in Sussex, and the 
whole Abdication Crisis came to a head. 

The British public made Wallis 
Simpson the heavy. They accused her 
of bewitching their King — whose 
motto had been “Ich dien” (I serve ) — 
into giving up the throne. Stanley Bald- 
win, then Prime Minister, refused to 
let the King marry Wallis in a mor- 
ganatic marriage. In the ensuing crisis 
Baldwin consulted everyone but Ernest 
Simpson, the husband in the case. 
Friends say Simpson never forgave 
Baldwin for that. 


He Understood 


How did Simpson feel about Wallis 
and the King? The answer may lie in a 
letter he sent to his former wife after 
the abdication. Referring to her ro- 
mance with the King, he wrote: “And 
would your life have ever been the 
sae if you had broken it off? I mean 
could you possibly have settled down 
in the old life and fergotten the fairv- 
land through which you had passed? 
My child, I do not think so.” 

The tone is one of forgiveness. 

In 1937 Ernest Simpson married 
Mary Raffray, who had been Wallis 
Simpson's closest friend. She died in 
1941, but not before giving him a son, 
the only son of his four marriages. The 
boy now works for his father in the 
shipping business which made Simp- 
son wealthy during World War II. 

Today, handsome, temple-grav and 
debonair, Ernest Simpson lives sedately 
and unobtrusively with his fourth 
bride, the former Avril Leveson Gower, 
in a beautifully furnished home in 
Campden Hill sheltered by hedges and 
trees. Having suffered a coronary at- 
tack, he'd like to take it easy for a while. 
But these days the shipping business 
isn't doing too well, and Simpson prob- 
ably will be back behind his desk as 
soon as possible. 

In the upper social circles in which 
he still moves, Simpson is well-recog- 
nized as the second husband of the 
Duchess of Windsor. But to the man in 
the street he is unknown — which ap- 
parently is the way Ernest Simpson 
wants it. He does not care to go down 
in history as the man who lost his wife 
to the King. 

Unfortunately, that is how history 
will record him unless it ignores him 
altogether. Ernest Simpson, gracious 
loser, prefers to be ignored. w

It can be tough to have... 


Movie stars as parents

HOLLYWOOD. 
Every so often — but often enough — the children of 


movie stars make headlines in their own right, usually 
proving that juvenile delinquency isn’t necessarily an 
effect of poverty and slums. 

Hollywood children are the offspring of million- 
aires; with every advantage of money and influence. 
Many, of course, live happy, normal lives — but how 
do we account for the occasional “bad apple” that regu- 
larly gets in trouble with the police or kicks over the 
traces with dope addiction, alcoholism or worse? 

The answer seems to lie in parental indifference, 
parental obsession with career and psychological re- 


sentments created in unloved or neglected children. 

Consider Barbara Burns, daughter of the late hill- 
billy bazooka-playing comedian Bob Burns. As recently 
as a few weeks ago, Barbara, only 19, was taking the 
cure for heroin addiction in a North Hollywood sani- 
tarium. 

How did she get into such a fix? Barbara was 
brought up on a magnificent Canoga Park estate 20 
miles from the movie capital. When she was still a 
child, her father told me sensibly, “I'm teaching my 
Barbara Ann to stand on her own two feet. No fancy 
tutors. She's going to public school. When the time 
comes, she'll step out,on her own, a solid, well-

During her cure she never 
heard from her mother. It’s hard to say 
what will happen in Barbara’s future. 

Another case in point is Diana Bar- 
rymore, whose turbulent life-story Too 
Much Too Soon will soon be depicted 
on the screen. Diana’s mother was 
Michael Strange, actress, poetess and 
socialite. Her father, John Barrymore, 
was a great actor. When they were di- 
vorced, Diana was shuttled through 
a succession of boarding schools.

Dr. Martin Grotjahn, psychiatry lec- 
turer at the University of Southern 
California, says that children of celeb- 
rities get into trouble as a means of 
revenge. “Such children,” Grotjahn ex- 
plains, “do not have an easy time in life. 

“How would you like to be Charlie 
Chaplin’s son or Marlene Dietrich’s 
daughter? It's much easier to inherit 
looks than talent. 

“Moreover, the public often resents

money. These sons and daughters find 
it diffic ult to secure jobs unless they go 
to work for their fathers.

Perhaps many of today’s movie ce- 
lebrities are realizing this and are help- 
ing to keep their youngsters out of 
trouble by giving them acting parts in 
their own pictures. Robert Mitchum’s 
son Jim, for instance, is with him in 
Thunder Road, which United Artists 
will release in May. Gregory Peck’s sons 
are also getting roles in their father’s 
pictures.

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A traditional Easter bread 


ANETTONE, the traditional Easter 

bread in Italy, now is made com- 
mercially in the U.S., and has become 
immensely popular in the metropolitan 
areas where it is sold. 

So many PARADE readers have told 
us how much they enjoy making bread 
that we have worked out a recipe (be- 
low) for Panettone that is easy and 
fun to make. 

At first, we were baffled by the prob- 
lem of finding a pan that would give 
the loaf its tall, cylindrical shape. But 
one of our staff discovered a straight- 
sided aluminum sauce pot with oven- 
proof side handles to do the trick. A 
10-cup size (three quarts to brim), it 
was used to bake the loaf in the photo- 
graph at right. But if you prefer, you 
can make three small loaves in 1-Ib. 
coffee cans. 

Whatever you use to bake it in, you'll 
surely enjoy Panettone. 


PANETTONE 
cup milk

1% hours). Punch down. Turn out on 
lightly floured board. Let rest 10 minutes. 
Shape into round loaf. Place in greased 
deep round pan. Cover; let rise in a warm 
place, until doubled in bulk (about |!

Paar won 
every shirmish hands down with his keen 
marksmanship with a quip-—aelways di- 
rected at “the brass." 

was in these battles that Paar 
firs? blossomed as a comedian. He was 
attached to a Special Services Unit of 
the Army for two years and traveled 
about the South Pacific entertaining 
whenever and wherever a group of 
soldiers congregated. His subject at 
these entertainment sessions was always 
the Army officer. And his fine sense of 
humor had the officers enjoying it them- 
selves. Paar knew his audiences, and he 
spoke their language. 

en the war ended, Paar came back 
to the States like any other soldier. His 
reputation, however, had been made in 
the Army, and millions of soldi€rs can't 
be wrong. 


PAAR AS A civilian entered the field 
of comedy—his only equipment for the 
civilian struggle was his sharp wit. This 
time, though, he directed that wit 
foward more peaceful things—the man- 
ners and mores of our civilization. 

Paar's prewar experience was in the 
field of radio as an announcer in his 
native Cleveland, O. It was natural, 
therefore, that he become a radio 
comedian, and that's exactly what he 
did.

IN RECENT WEEKS, much has been 
written about the “feud” between Paar 
and Dody Goodman, comedienne who 
up until recently was a regular five- 
night-e-week performer on his show. 


When first the clash of personalities 
occurred, Paar, who is boss of the show. 
cut her down to three appearances a 
week, and then to one. Since March |4, 
she has made no appearances on the 
program at all, and Paar has indicated 
that he doesn't intend to ask her back. 


“Someone—perhaps several—has been 
trying to keep the feud on fire,” says 
TV columnist Jack O'Brian, “although it 


could easily have been settled weeks 


ago if the two had got together and 
talked it out instead of making a thor- 
ough botch of the misunderstanding. 

“It's plain,” says O'Brian, “that Dody 
had quite a big. following. As Paar 
himself said, you can't try to satisfy 
everyone, else you wind up satisfying 
no one. Therefore, the presence of Miss 
Goodman in the show made and per- 
haps should continue to make good box- 
office sense.” 


Miss Goodman, after her break with 
Paar, was given a new six-month con- 
tract with NBC which guarantees her 
$25,000. She may work on any NSC 
show interested in her services, and has 
made quest appearances on other pro- 
gtams in the past two weeks. 

“She may work on the Paar show if 
Jack wants her,” says O'Brian, “and, our
